PARIS,  Jan.  25. — The  session  of  the  peace  conference  opened 
at  3  o'clock  this  afternoon  in  the  Foreign  Office  in  the  same  imposing 
is  the  first  session,  bat  with  little  ceremony  and  with  the 
manifest  purpose  of  business.  M.  Clemenceau  was  again  in  the  chair, 
with  President  Wilson  and  the  Ml  American  iklegalinn  at  his  right, 
and  Premier  Lloyd  George  and  the  British  delegation  at  his  left. 

M.  Clemenceau  read  a  resolution  on  the  league  of  nations  to  the 
effect  that  such  a  league  was  to  be  organised  by  international  co- 
operation for  the  purpose  of  making  secure  international  obligations 
and  safeguarding  the  nations  against  war.  The  league  would  be  an 
integral  part  of  the  peace  treaty,  and  would  be  open  to  all  civuned 
favoring  its  aims. 

The  conference  appointed  a  committee  representing  the  Aaso- 
Gorernments  to  elaborate  a  constitution  for  the  league,  i 
tag  its  prerogatives.

GERMAN  ARMY

"I  should  like  to  ask."  said  Prem- 
ier Hushes,  ot  Australia.  "If  we  are 
to  have  an  opportunity  to  discuss  this 
scheme  when  it  is  finished?"

The  Chinese  delegates  added  their 
support  to  the  resolution,  saying:  that 
China  associated  herself  in  the  lofty 
Ideals  expressed.  The  Polish  dele- 
gates and  Camllle  Huyamans,  head  of 
the  Belgian  delegation,  added  their 
strong  approval. 

"Is  there  any  objection  to  the  reso- 
lution?" asked  M.  Clemenceau. 

There  was  no  response,  and  he  de- 
clared the  resolution  unanimously 
adopted.  • 

M.  Clemenceau  then  announced  the 
composite  committee,  and  the  order 
of  the  names  as  announced  makes 
President  Wilson   chairman. 

Louis  Klots.  of  the  French  delega- 
tion, propoeed  a  financial  section  to 
the  league  of  nations,  but  the  propo- 
sal finally  went  over. 

M.  Clemenceau  proposed  another 
plenary  eession  on  Monday  tor  the  se- 
lection of  committees,  and  without 
division  this  waa  adopted.  At  S 
o'clock  the  council  adjourned  until  3 
o'clock  Monday  afternoon. 
All  Want  Place* 
The  first  eigne  of  a  division  in  the 
conference  was  when  it  proceeded  to 
consider  the  four  resolutions  framed 
by  the  council  of  the  Great  Powers 
providing  for  committees  on  labor, 
responsibility  for  the  war.  reparation 
for  damages  and  ports,  railways  and 
waterways. 

Camllle  Huysraans,  In  behalf  ot 
Belgium,  asked  for  two  members  on 
the  committees  of  labor,  reparation 
and  the  league  of  nations,  and  one 
each  on  the  others.  Serbia  made  a 
similar  request. 

Brasll  was  more  emphatic,  declar- 
ing against  "a  cut  and  dried  pro- 
gramme." and  saying  that  the  con* 
ference  should  be  master  of  its  own 
decisions. 

M.  Ventselos  said  that  Greece  was 
entitled  to  membership  on  the  com- 
mittee* of  reparation  and  ports.  M. 
Bratlano.  for  Roumania.  and  Dr. 
Bene*,  for  Cnocho-Slovakia,  as  well 
as  the  delegations  representing  Por- 
tugal. China,  Stem  and  Poland,  also 
isked  for  places  on  the  committee. 
Quieted  by  Chairman 
M.  Clefneacean  finally,  in  a  good 
tempered  speech,  said  that  the  coun- 
cil had  not  imposed  It*  decisions,  but 
had  simply  convoked  the  conference 
to  consider  the  plans. 

"After  48  years  of  public  life."  he 
said,  "I  am  satisfied  that  the  larger 
the  committee  the  lees  It  accom- 
plishes. I  beg  the  delegations  not  to 
waste  time  on  questions  of  procedure 
when  millions  of  man  are  waiting  to 
he  demobilised.  Let  as  organise  the 
committees  at  onoe  aad  so  get  to 
work.

M.  Clemenceau's  assurance  that 
the  council  would  consider  the  ques- 
tions raised  finally  prevailed,  and  Bel- 
glum,  en  behalf  of  the  smaller  pow- 
ers, withdrew  the  protests,  saying 
that  the  position  having  been  cleared.

President's  Speech 

Following  Is  President  Wilson's  ad- 
dress: 

"Mr.  Chairman, — I  consider  it  a  dis- 
tinguished privilege  to  be  permitted 
to  open  the  discussion  in  this  confer- 
ence on  the  league  of  nations.  We 
have  assembled  for  two  purposes— to 
make  the  present  settlements,  which 
have  been  rendered  necessary  by  this 
war,  and  also  to  secure  the  peace  of 
the  world,  not  only  by  the  present  set- 
tlements, but  by  the  arrangements  we 
shall  make  at  this  conference  for  its 
maintenance. 

"The  league  of  nations  seems  to  me 
to  be  necessary  for  both  of  the  pur* 
poses.  There  are  many  complicated 
questions  connected  with  the  present 
settlements  which  perhaps  cannot  be 
successfully  worked  out  to  an  ulti- 
mate Issue  by  the  decisions  we  shall 
arrive  at  here,  l  can  easily  conceive 
that  many  of  these  settlements  will 
need  subsequent  consideration:  that 
many  of  {he 'decisions  we,  make  shall 
need  subsequent  alteration  in  some  de-

PARIS.  Jan.  26.— An  effort  to  ascer- 
tain the  strength  and  resources  of 
the  German  army  will  be  the  first 
problem  considered  by  the  military 
committee  appointed  oa  Thursday  by 
the .  supreme  war  council  to  report  on 
the  strength  of  the  Allied  forces  to  be 
retained  on  the  Western  front  during 
the  period  of  the  armistice. 

It  was  assumed  that  the  Germans 
-now  have  about  600.000  men  under 
arms,  but  it  is  necessary  to  confirm 
these  figures  and  also  to  determine  to 
what  extent  the  manufacture  of  arms, 
munitions  and  other  military  supplies 
is  going  on. 

The  purpose  is  to  maintain  a  strength 
at  all  times  superior  to  the  present  or 
potential  strength  of  the  Germans. 

There  are  now  eight  American  divi- 
sions In  Germany,  and  the  findings  ot 
the  committee  will  determine  what- 
ever may  be  possible  to  reduce  this 
force  aad  send  the  men  home.  Tbe 
British  and  French  commands  share 
the  desire  to  hasten  demobilisation,  so 
it  is  expected  that  the  committee  win 
report  at  tbe  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  Inquiry  is  not  understood  to 
apply  to  the  Entente  and  American 
forces  in  Siberia  and  at  Archangel, 
where  they  will  be  maintained  pending 
the  issue  of  the  Princes  Islands  con- 
ference. 

Marshal  Foch  rendered  the  Allied 
powers  s  valuable  service  when  he 
plsced  before  the  Supreme  Council  his 
report  on  his  negotiations  with  the 
German  representatives  at  Che  time  of 
the  renewal  of  the  armistice,  says  the 
Echo  d'Parts  today  in  commenting  upon 
the  plans  for  tbe  demobilization  of  the 
various  armies  on  the  basts  of  a  mu- 
tual understanding.  His  report,  the 
newspaper  declares,  pointed  the  way 
toward,  a  proper.,  and  wise  meshed,  for 
he  laid  emphasis  en  the  fact  that  the 
coming  peace  must  not  merely  be  a 
written  one,  but  one  la  actuality.  In 
Other  words,  that  It  must  be  a  peace 
Imposed  on  the  enemy,  aad  that  suf- 
ficient military  power  should  be  main- 
tained to  enforce  It. 

"Germany,"  continues  the  article, 
"has  not  completely  surrendered.  Bhe 
is  seeking  for  accomplices,  and  cannot 
fall  ultimately  to  find  a  few  such.  Ths 

{overnment*,  therefore  should  not  de- 
lobllise  their  forces  without  a  com- 
mon understanding.  This  course,  if 
persisted  in,  would  rapidly  lessen  the 
value  of  the  peace  treaty." 


SUBMARINE  CREWS 

SUFFERED  SEVERELY 

LONDON,  Jan.  25. — Of  the  203 
German  submarines  lost  during  the 
war,  it  la  estimated  here  semi-offlciaUy 
that  120  were  sunk  with  all  on  board 
and  that  in  the  others  on  the  average 
half  of  the  crew  perished. 

The  complement  of  the  German 
submarines  varied.  Some  small  boats 
had  only  thirty  on  board,  while  the 
crew  of  a  boat  of  the  'cruiser  type 
averaged  between  60  and  60. 

The  British  navy  during  the  war. 
lost  59  submarines,  39  of  which  were 
destroyed  by  the  enemy.  Of  the  re- 
mainder four  -were  interned  by 
neutrals,  seven  were  blown  up  In  the 
Baltic  Sea,  four  were  sunk  by  ac- 
cident oa  trial  cruises,  and  five  wer» 
wrecked   in  collisions.

Tchitcherin,  Soviets'  Foreign  Minister,  Objects  to 
Location  of  Proposed  Meeting/but  Will  Con- 
sider Proposal  —  Claims  Bolsheviki 
Have  Won  Complete  Victory. 


PARIS,  Jan.  25. — Alluding  to  the  decision  Of  the  supreme  coun- 
cil of  the  peace  conference  to  send  s  delegation  to  meet  represent- 
atives of  the  various  Russian  factions,  which  decision  hag  been 
objected  to  in  some  Russian  quarters  as  not  in  line  with  the  reel 
interests  of  the  Russian  people,  Basil  Maklokoff,  the  Russian  Ambas- 
sador to  France,  said  today : 

"The  presence  of  Prance  and  America  at  the  peace  conference  is 
a  guarantee  that  any  unfriendly  intention  towards  Russia,  even  if 
there  were  such,  would  not  be  countenanced.  It  is  most  strange,  how- 
ever, that  France,  which  on  December  29,  in  alluding  to  Bolshevism 
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The  returns  from   Clo-ose  are  not 
expected  (or  a  couple  of  days. 


BOLSHEVIKI  CAPTURE 
IMPORTANT  POSITION 


City  of  Ufa  Has  Fallen  Before  Their  Superior 
Forces — Russian  and  Czecho-Slovak  Defend- 
ers Insufficiently  Armed — Allies  Fall 
Back  From  Advanced  Posts. 


VLADIVOSTOK.  Jan.  2R.— Ufa  has 
fallen  to  the  Bolsheviki.  the  reverse 
to  the  Russian  and  Czecho-Slovak 
forces  there  being  said  to  be  chiefly 
due  to  failure  of  arms  to  arrive  in 
Vladivostok.  The  troops  which  de- 
fended the  city  have  fallen  back  to 
Zlatoust.  140  miles  to  the  northeast, 
where  they  are  making  a  courageous 
stand  In  the  gorges  of  the  ITral  Moun- 
tains. Thousand*  of  rifles  which  ar- 
rived at  the  front  have  been  rushed 
to  Chellabinsk.  which  la  not  believed 
to  be  in  danger,  for  the  present  at 
least. 

Military  experts  here  realise  that 
the  weak  points  tn  the  Ural  front  are 
between  Ufa.  and  Chellabinsk  and 
further  south  at  Orenburg,  where 
General  Dutoff's  Cossacks  are  re- 
ported to  be  worn  out  by  constant 
pressure  from  superior  forces  of  Bol- 
•hevlkl.  NegotlaUona  for  ths  dispatch 
of  Allied  contingents  to  Orenburg 
are  now  going  on,  but  have  not  aa 
yet  been  brought  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion. 

The  capture  of  Orenburg  would 
give  the  Bolsheviki  control  of  the 
railroad  running  Into  a  rich  section 
of  Turkestan  and  would  Increase  their 
ability  to  resist  Allied  and  Russian 
forces.  (Unconfirmed  reports  were 
roostved  In  London.  January  SS.  that 
Orenburg  had  been  taken  by  the  Bol- 
sheviki.) 

ADwa  ruH  Back. 

WASHINGTON.  Jan.  SS.— Retire- 
ment of  ths  Allied  forces  holding  ad- 
vanced positions  tn  the  Archangel 
sector     before    attacks     by    superior 


forces  of  Bolsheviki  Is  reported  In  an 
official  dispatch  dated  January  23, 
the  substance  of  which  was  made 
public  today  by  General  March. 

The  points  attacked  by  the  enemy 
lie  generally  about  190  miles  from 
Archangel.  General  March  said  the 
Inter-Allied  commander  had  adequate 
troops  to  -  reinforce  the  advanced 
elemente  and  to  handle  the  situation. 

The  message  reported  the  Ameri- 
can losses  In  one  of  the  actions  at 
Ust  Pedonga  at  10  enlisted  men  killed. 
17  wounded  and  11  missing.  A  later 
message  said  subsequent  attacks  were 
repulsed  when  delivered  on  the  posi- 
tions taken  up  by  the  Americans. 

An  inter-Allied  force  engaged  at 
Shenkurst  consisted  of  a  British  de- 
tachment, two  companies  of  Ameri- 
cans and  two  companies  of  Russians. 
These  were  attacked  on  three  sides 
and  compelled  to  evacuate  their  posi- 
tions, as  were  also  the  Allied  patrols 
holding  Ust  Pedonga.  The  American 
troops  falling  back  took  a  position 
midway  between  this  point  and  Hhen- 
kurst.  In  one  of  the  attacks  reported 
1.000  enemy  troops  were'  in  action 
against  the  small  Allied  force. 

General  March  points  out  again 
that  the  whole  military  sltuaUon  at 
Archangel  was  under  the  control  nf 
the  tnter-AUled  high  command  In 
France.  He  Intimated  that  should 
reinforcements  be  deemed  necessary 
any  action  to  supply  them  would  have 
to  come  from  the  high  command,  and 
after  recommendation  from  the  Brit- 
ish oommander-taychlef  of  the  forces 
in  Siberia 


SUGGEST  ACTION 
ON  TWO  POINTS 


Resolutions  Presented  to  and 
Adopted  by  Peace  Congress 
on  Labor  and  Reparation 
for  Destruction, 


PARI8,  Jan.  25. — The  following 
draft  of  a  resolution  In  regard  to 
International  legislation  on  Industrial 
and  labor  questions  for  presentation 
to  the  peace  conference  was  made 
public  today: 

"That  a  commission  composed  of 
two  representatives  apiece  from  the 
five  great  powers  ana  nve  representa- 
tives to  be  elected  by  the  other  pow- 
ers represented  at  the  conference,  be 
appointed  to  inquire  Into  the  condi- 
tions of  employment  from  the  inter- 
national aspect,  to  consider  the  In- 
ternational means  necessary  to  com- 
mon action  on  matters  affecting  con- 
ditions of  employment  and  to  recom- 
mend the  form  of  a  permanent 
agency  to  continue  such  inquiry  and 
consideration  In  co-operation  with 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  league 
of  nations." 

The  draft  of  another  resolution  to 
go  before  Jthe  eonterence  regarding 
International  control  of  porta,  wa- 
terways and  railway  reads: 

"That  a  commission  composed  of 
two  representatives  apiece  from  the 
Ave  great  powers  and  Ave  representa- 
tives from  the  other  powers  be  ap- 
pointed to  Inquire  and  report  upon 
the  International  regime  for  ports, 
waterways  and    railways." 

The  following  draft  of  a  resolution 
In  regard  to  reparation  for  presenta- 
tion to  the  peace  conference  was 
given  out  today: 

"That  a  commission  be  appointed, 
which  shall  comprise  not  more  than 
three  representatives  apiece  from 
each  of  the  Ave  great  powers  and 
not  more  than  two  representatives 
apiece  from  Belgium.

SEATTLE,  Jan.  26. — On  the  heels 
of  a  telegraphic  request  by  the  Emer- 
gency Fleet  Corporation  made  to 
Washington  shipyard  employers  to- 
day, not  to  reopen  plants  closed  by 
the  strike  of  the  metal  trades  work- 
ers unless  the  strikers  agreed  to  re- 
sums  work  under  the  Macy  wage 
award,  came  a  second  federal  action 
tonight,  threatening  the  entire  ship- 
building industry  of  the  state,  it  waa 
said.  This  waa  a  request  to  J.  F. 
Duthie  &  Co..  by  the  Fleet  Corpora- 
tion, to  prepare  immediately  schedules 
of  cost  for  the  cancellation  of  three 
of  that  company's  last  contracts  for 
steel  freighters.  Shipyard  employers 
said  tonight  they  expected  o%her  com- 
panies would  receive  similar  requests. 

PORTLAND,  Ore.,  Jan.  26. — Or- 
ders were  received  tonight  by  ship- 
builders here  who  are  engaged  on 
steel  ship  contracts,  ordering  suspen-  • 
slon  of  work  on  all  vessels  that  can- 
not be  completed  within  the  first  halt 
of  1910.  The  orders,  which  came 
from  the  federal  shipping  board,  will 
affect  contracts  for  about  25  vessels 
of  the  aggregate  value  of  approxi- 
mately   $38,000,000. 

TACOMA,  Jan.  25. — The  Tacoma 
Central  Labor  Council  will  consider 
at  Its  next  meeting.  Wednesday 
evening,  the  requsst  made  in  resolu- 
tions of  the  Metal  Trades  Council 
that  it  take  action  looking  towards 
support  of  the  shipyards  and  metal 
workers'  strike  through  a  general 
strike,  it  was  stated  at  union  head- 
quarters tonight  Pending  the  re- 
quested consideration  of  a  general 
strike,  union  labor  in  Tacoma  will 
proceed  with  the  organization  of  a  co- 
operative retail  store  and  •  market 
through  which  the  Tacoma  strikers 
and  -others  may  supply  themselves 
with  necessaries.

Discussing  Japan's  attitude  on  the  Russian  question  Baron

"Japan  has  everything  to  gain  from  a  prosperous  Russia.  The  richer 
and  the  more  orderly  she  is  the  better  customer  she  makes  for  our 
exports,  we  in  our  turn  becoming  a  good  market  for  the. products  she 
has  to  offer.  Our  chief  wish  is  that  normal  conditions  may  soon  pre- 
vail there." 

4*>-  It  may  be  noted  in  connection  with  the  attitude  of  Ambassador 
Maklokoff  toward  the  Bolsheviki  regime  that  his  own  brother,  a  for- 
mer minister  under  the  Emperor,  was  killed  by  the  Bolsheviki. 

Vladimir  Bourtzeff,  a  well-known  revolutionist  of  Russia,  in  an 
article  in  The  Matin,  says  that  the  Russian  parties  opposed  to  the 
Bolsheviki  will  positively  refuse  to  attend  the  conference  on  Princes 
Islands,  because  they  look  on  the  Bolsheviki  as  traitors  to  the  father- 
land and  as  murderers  who  have  dishonored  Russia. 

M.  Tchitcherin,  the  Bolsheviki  For-

study  of  some  of  these  questions  they 
are  not  susceptible  to  confident  Judg- 
ment at  present 

"It  Is,  therefore,  necessary  that  we 
shall  set  up  some  machinery  by  which 
the  work  of  Jhis  conference  ehould 
be  rendered  complete. 

"We  have  assembled  here  for  the 
purpose  of  doing  very  much  more 
than  making  the  preaent  settlements 
that  are  necessary.  We  are  assem- 
bled under  very  peculiar  conditions 
of  world  opinion.  I  may  say,  without 
straining  the  point  that  we  are  not 
the  representatives  of  governments, 
but  representatives  of  the  peoples. 

"It  will  not  suffice  to  satisfy  govern- 
mental circles  anywhere.  It  is  neces- 
sary that  we  should  satisfy  the  opin- 
ion of  mankind. 

Burden  on  AU  Peoples 

"The  burdens  of  this  war  have 
fallen  In  an  unusual  degree  upon  the 
whole  population  of  the  countries  In- 
volved. I  do  not  need  .to  draw  for 
you  the  picture  of  how  the  burden  has 
been  thrown  back  from  the  front 
upon  the  older  men,  upon  the  women, 
upon  the  children,  upon  the  homes 
of  the  civilised  world,  and  how  the 
real  strain  of  the  war  has  come' 
where  the  eye  of  the  government 
could  not  reach,  but  where  the  heart 
of  humanity  beats. 

"We  are  bidden  by  these  people  to 
make  a  peace  which  will  make  them 
secure.  We  are  bidden  by  these  peo- 
ple to  see  to  it  that  this  strain  does 
not  come  upon  them  again.  And  I 
venture  to  say  that  it  has  been  pos- 
sible for  tbeni  to  bear  this  strain  be- 
cause they  hoped  that  those  who  rep- 
resented them  could  get  together 
after  this  war  and  make  such  another 
sacrifice  unnecessary. 

"It  Is  a  solemn   obligation  on   our 
part   therefore,   to   make   permanent 
arrangements  that    Justice    shall    be 
rendered  and  peace  maintained. 
Mast  be  Permanent 

"This  is  the  central  object  of  our 
meeting.  Settlements  may  be  tempor- 
ary, buj,  the  action  of  the  nations  m 
the  interest  of  peace  and  Justice  must 
be  permanent.  We  can  vet  np  perma- 
nent processes.  We  may  not  be  able  to 
set   up  a  permanent   decision. 

"Therefore,  it  seems  to  me  that  we 
must  take,  so  far  as  we  can,  a  picture 
of  the  world  Into  our  minds.  Is  it 
not  at  startling  circumstance,  for  one 
thing,  that  the  great  discoveries  of 
science,  that  the  quiet  studies  of  men 
la  laboratories,  that  thoughful  develop- 
ments which  have  taken  place  in  quiet 
lecture  rooms  have  now  been  turned  to 
the  destruction  of  civilization  7  The 
powers  of  destruction  have  not  so  much 
multiplied  as  they  have  gained  facili- 
ties. 

"The  enemy  whom  we  have  Just 
overcome  had  at  his  seats  of  learning 
some  of  the  principal  centres  of  scien- 
tific study  and  discovery,  and  he  used 
them  In  order  to  make  destruction  sud- 
den and  complete.  And  only  the  watch- 
ful and  continuous  co-operation  of  men 
can  see  to  It  that  science,  as  well  as 
armed  men.  is  kept  within  the  harness 
of  civilization. 

"In  a  sense  the  United  States  is  less 
Interested  in  this  subject  than  the 
other  nations  here  assembled.  With 
her  great  territory  and  her  extensive 
seaboards,  It  is  less  likely  that  the 
United  States  should  suffer.  And  the 
ardor  of  the  United  States— for  It  is  a 
very  deep  aad  genuine  ardor — for  the 
society  of  nations  is  not  an  ardor 
springing  oilt  of  fear  or  apprehension, 
but  an  ardor  springing  out  of  the 
Ideals  which  have  •  come  in  the  con- 
sciousness of  this  war. 

Position  of  U.  S. 

"In  coming  into  this  'war  the. 
United  States  never  for  a  moment 
thought  that  she  was  Intervening  In 
ths  politics  of  Europe  ,or  the  politics 
of  Asia  or  the  politics  of  any  part  of 
the  world.  The  thought  Was  that  all 
the  world  had  now  become  conscious 
that  there  was  a  single  cause  of  Jus- 
tice and  of  liberty  for  men  of  every 
kind  and  place. 

"Therefore,  the  United  States 
would  feel  that  Its  part  in  this  war 
had  been  played  in  vain  if  there  en- 
sued upon  it  abortive  European  set- 
tlements. It  would  feel  that  It  could 
not  take  part  in  guaranteeing  those 
European  settlements  unless  that 
guarantee  Involved  the  continuous 
superintendence  of  the  peace  of  the 
world  by  the  associated  nations  of 
the  world. 

"Therefore,  It  seems  to  me  that  we 
must  concern  our  best  judgment  in 
order  to  make  this  league  of  natlone 
a  vital  thing,  always  functioning  in 
watchful  attendance  upon  the  Inter- 
eats  of  the  nations,  and  that  its  con- 
tinuity should  be  a  vital  continuity; 
that  its  functions  are  continuing, 
functions  that  do  not  permit  an  In- 
termisslqn  of  Its  watchfulness,  and  of 
Its  labor;  that  It  should  be  the  eye 
of  the  nations,  to  keep  watch  upon 
the  common  Interest — an  eye  that 
does  not  slumber,  an  eye  that  is 
everywhere  watchful  and  attentive.  . 

"And  If  we  do  not  make  It  vital, 
what  shall  we  do?     We  shall  dlsap- 
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point  the  expectations  of  the  peoples. 
This  la  what  their  thought  centres 
upon. 

"I  had  the  very  delightful  experi- 
ence of  visiting  several  nations  sines 
I  same  to  this  side  of  the  water,  and 
every  time  the  voice  of  the  body  of 
the  people  reached  me  through  any 
representative,  at  the  front  of  the 
plea  stood  the  hope  of  the  league  of 
w»*liyna 

Government  of  Mankind 

"Gentlemen,  the  select  classes  of 
mankind  are  no  longer  the  govern- 
ors of  mankind.  The  fortunes  of 
mankind  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
plain  people  of  tile  whole  world.  Sat- 
isfy them  and  yon  have  Justified  their 
confidence  not  only,  but  have  estab- 
lished peace.  Fail  to  satisfy  them, 
and  no  arrangements  that  yon  can 
make  will  either  set  up  or  steady  the 
peace  of  tbe*world. 

"You  can  imagine.  I  dare  say,  the 
sentiments  and  the  purpose  "with 
which  the  representatives  of«  the 
United  States  support  this  great 
project  for  a  league  of  nations.  Ws 
regard  it  as  the  keynote  of  the  whole, 
which  expresses  our  purpose  and 
ideals  In  this  war.  and  which  the  as- 
sociated nations  have  accepted  as  the 
basis  of  a  settlement 

"If  we  returned  to  the  United 
States  without  having  made  every 
effort  in  our  power  to  realise  this 
programme  we  should  return  to  meet 
the  merited  scorn  of  our  fellow  citi- 
zens. For  they  are  a  body  that  con- 
stitute a  great  democracy.  They  ex- 
pect their  leaders  to  speak;  their 
representatives  are  their  servants. 

"We  have  no  choice  but  to  obey 
their  mandate.  But  it*  is  with  ths 
greatest  enthusiasm  and  pleasure  that 
we  accept  that  mandate.  And  be- 
cause this  Is  the  keynote  of  the 
whole  fabric,  we  have  pledged  our 
every  purpose  to  It.  as  we  have  to 
every  item  of  the  fabric.  We' would 
not  dare  abate  a  single  item  of  the 
programme  which  constitutes  our  In- 
structions; we  would  not  dare  to 
compromise  upon  any  matter  aa  the 
champion  of  this  thing; — this  peace  of 
the  world,  this  attitude  of  Justice, 
this  principle  that  we  are  the  masters 
of  no  peoples,  but  are  here  to  see 
that  every  people  In  the  world  shall 
choose  its  own  masters  and  govern 
its  own  destinies,  not  as  we  wish, 
but  as  they  wish. 

Sweep  Away  Foundations 

"We  are  here  to  see,  In  short  thst 
t^  very  foundations  of  this  war  are 
swept  away.  Those  foundations  were 
the  private  choice  of  a  small  coterie 
of  civil  rulers  and  mlltary  staffs. 
Those  foundations  were  the  holding 
together  of  empires  of  unwilling  sub- 
jects by  the  duress  of  arms.  Those 
foundations  were  the  power  of  small 
bodies  of  men  to  wield  their  will  and 
use  mankind  as  pawns  la  a  game. 

"And  nothing  less  than  the  eman- 
cipation of  the  world  from  these 
things  will  accomplish   peace. 

"You  can  see  that  the  represents- 
'  tives  of  the  United  States  are  there- 
fore never  put  to  the  embarrassment 
of -choosing  a  way  of  expediency,  be- 
cause they  have  laid  down  before 
them  the  unalterable  lines  of  prin- 
ciples, and,  thank  God,  these  lines 
have  been  accepted  as  the  lines  of 
settlement  by  all  the  high-minded 
men  who  have. had  to  do  with  the 
beginning  of  this  great  business. 
Load  of  Anxiety. 

"I  hope.  Mr.  Chairman,  when  It  Is 
known,  as  I  feel  confident  It  will  be, 
that  we  have  adopted  the  principle  of 
a  league  of  nations  and  mean  to 
work  out  that  principle  in  effective 
action,  we  shall  by  that  single  thing 
have  lifted  a  great  load  of  anxiety 
from  the  hearts  of  men  everywhere. 

"We  stand  In  a  peculiar  cause.  As 
I  go  about  the  streets  here  I  see 
everywhere  the  American  .uniform. 
These  men  came  into  the  war  after 
we  had  uttered  our  purpose.  And  I 
am  responsible  to  them,  for  it  falls 
to  me  to  formulate  the  purpose  for 
which  I  asked  them  to  fight,  and  L 
like  them,  must  be  a  crusader  for 
these  things,  whatever  It  cost  and 
whatever  it  may  be  necessary  to  do 
in  order-  to  accomplish  ths  object  for 
which  they  fought 

"I  have  been  glad  to  find  from  day 
to  day  that  there  Is  no  question  of 
our  standing  alone  In  this  matter,  for 
there  'are  champions  of  this  cause 
upon  every  hand.  I  am  merely 
avowing  this  In  order  that  you  may 
understand  why,  perhaps.  It  fell  to 
us,  who  are  disengaged  from  the  poll- 
tics  of  this  great  continent  and  of  the 
Orient,  to  suggest  that  this  was  the 
keystone  of  the  arch,  and  why  It  oc- 
curred to  the  generous  mind  of  your 
President  to  call  upon  me  to  open 
this  debate.  It  is  not  because  we 
alone  represent  this  idea,  but  because 
It  in  our  privilege  to  associate  our- 
selves with  you  in  righting  it. 

"I  have  only  tried  In  what  I  have 
said  to  give  you  the  foundation  of 
the  enthusiasm  which  Is  within  us 
for  this  thing,  for  those  fountains 
spring.  It  seems  to  me,  from  all  the 
ancient  wrongs  and  sympathies  of 
mankind,  and  the  very  pulse  of  the 
world  seems  to  beat  to  the  fullest  In 
this  enterprise." 

Premier  Lioyd  George 

M.  Clemenceau  introduced  Premier 
Lloyd  George  who  said: 

"I  rise  to  second  this  resolution. 
After  the  noble  speech  of  the  Ameri- 
can President.  I  feel  that  no  obser- 
vations are  needed  in  order  to  com- 
mend this  resolution  to  the  conference 
and  I  ehould  not  have  intervened  at 
all  had  it  not  been  that  I  wished  to 
state  how  emphatically  the  people  of 
the  British  Empire  are  behind  this 
proposal. 

"And  If  the  national  leaders  have 
not  been  able  during  the  last  five 
years  to  devote  as  much  t|me  as  they 
would  like  to  its  advocacy  It  Is  be- 
cause their  time  and  their  energy 
have  been  absorbed  in  the  exigency 
ef  a  terrible  struggle. 

"Had  there  been  the  slightest  doubt 
In  my  mind  as  to  the  wisdom  of  this 
scheme  it  would  have  vanished  be- 
fore an  irresistible  appeal  made  to 
me  by.  the  spectacle  I  witnessed  last 
Sunday.  I  visited  a  region  which  but 
a  few  years  ago  was  one  of  the  fair- 
est In  an  exceptionally  fair  band.  I 
found  It  In  a  ruin  and  a  desolation. 
I  drove  for  hours  through  a  country 
which  did  not  appear  like  the  habita- 
tion of  living  men  and  women  and 
children,  but  like  the  excavation  of  a 
bared  province,  shattered  aad  torn. 
I  went  to  one  city  where  I  eltiisessd 
a  scene  of  devastation'  that  no  In- 
demnity can  ever  repay  one  of  the 
beautiful  things  of  the  world  dis- 
figured and  defaced  beyond  repair. 

"And  one  of  the  craelest  features, 
to  my  mind,  was  what  I  could  see  had 
happened — that  Frenchmen  who  love 
their  land  almost  beyand  any  nation. 
In  order  to  establish  the  Justice  of 
their  cause,  had  to  assist  the  cruel 
enemy  In  demolishing  their  homes  snd 
I  felt  that  these  are  the  results — only 
part  of  the  results,  Hsd  I  been  there 
three  months  ago  w  would  have  wit- 
nessed something  thst  I  dare  net  de- 
scribe.   Bat  t  saw  acres  of  grove  fall-

EDMONTON,  Jan.  16. — No  protec- 
ton  or  specal  privileges,  Let  the  law 
of  supply  and  demand  govern  the 
price  of  wheat.  Eliminate  scalpers 
and  speculators  in  train  by  meant*  of 
Government  legislation. 

This  in  brief  is  the  position  which 
has  been  taken  by  the  United  Farm- 
ers of  Alberta  at  their  annual  con- 
vention here. 

A  prolonged  discussion  preceded 
the  drafting  and  passing  of  the  reso- 
lution, in  the  course  of  which  almost 
every  imaginable  angle  of  the  grain 
business  was  touched  on  by  many 
delegates  from  points  throughout  the 
Province.  Messrs.  Warner,  Harris, 
Weir  and  others  made  a  strong  plea 
for  the  convention  to  demand  a  Axed 
price  for  the  1919  wheat  crop,  in  as 
much  as  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment has  fixed  a  price  across  the  bor- 
der and  also  because  so  many  Alberta 
farmers  are  not  in  a  position  to  incur 
the  liabilities  and  great  financial  risk 
of  seeding  again  heavily  In  wheat  if 
the  crop  cannot  be  guaranteed  against 
personal  loss.  The  farmers  had 
agreed  to  a  price  fixed  below  the  ac- 
tual market  value  during  the  war,  but 
the  great  demand  for  wheat  that  was 
sure  to  continue  should  give  some  re- 
dress to  the  Canadian  growers. 

President  Wood,  W.  R.  Trego,  Rice 
Jones  and  others  advised  against  the 
fixing  of  a  price,  declaring  that  it  Watt 
against  the  principles  of  free  trade 
affirmed  by  the  farmers.  It  would 
permit  the  Government  and  the  spe- 
cial interests  to  come  back  at  the 
farmers  with  the  charge  that  while 
they  were  opposed  to  the  protection 
of  other  businesses,  they  wanted  it  in 
the  case  of  their  own.  If  the  Govern- 
ment could  not  dispose  without  loss 
of  the  heavy  surplus  of  Canadian 
wheat  in  the  open  market  of  the 
world,  then  the  farmers  as  the  chief 
bearers  of  the  burdens  of  taxation 
would  have  to  suffer  the  bulk  of  the 
difference.  It  was  contended  by  the 
speakers  that  the  agitation  to  fix  or 
guarantee  a  price  for  wheat  came 
evidently  from  the  interests  at  Ot- 
tawa and  Toronto  in  the  hope  that 
such  action  would  be  taken.  Then  the 
consumers  could  be  told  that  it  was 
the  farmers  who  were  holding  up  the 
price  to  an  exorbitant  level  and  the 
political  action  of  the. farmers  would 
be  hampered  thereby. 

The  banking  resolution  offered  was 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  the  present  system  of 
chartered  banks  Is  not  able  to  meet 
satisfactorily  the  credit  of  the  agri- 
cultural community,  therefore, 

"Be  it  resolved  that  this  convention 
recommends  In  the  Interest  of  agri- 
cultural development  that  the  present 
banking  system  be  supplemented  by  a 
system  of  banks  created  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Governments,  which  Govern- 
ments shall  have  plenary  power  to 
create,  regulate  and  control,  with  min- 
imum requirements  of  $10,000  paid- 
up  capital  and  with  power  to  take 
deposits."  i 

The  resolution  as  amended  was 
adopted. 


BOLSHEVBCI  KILL 

RELEASED  OFFICERS 

LONDON,  Jan.  «.— The  Copenha- 
gen correspondent  of  The  Morning 
Post  under  Tuesday's  date  sends  a- 
letter  to  his  paper  received  from  a 
Russian  military  surgeon  which  gives 
an  account  of  a  new  Bolshevik  atroc- 
ity. The  doctor  states  that  IKO  Rus- 
sian officers  and  men  from  the  pri- 
soners' camp  at  Gradenfreld,  Silesia, 
and  400  from  Bleats,  Silesia,  left  Ger- 
many December  27.  Shortly  after 
crossing  the  Russian  frontier  the  offi- 
cers were  arrested.  Oa  January  3  all 
of  the  seventy-five  officers  were  shot 
by  the  Bolshevlki. 

German  soldiers  and  officers  who 
escorted  the  prisoners  to  the  frontier 
confirm  the  doctor's  narrative.

BRITAIN  NEEDS 
TRADE  I 


LONDON,  Jan.  26.— Riga  was, 
saved  from  attack  by  Bolshevik 
troops  and  from  disorders  within  the 
city  by  a  British  squadron  which  was 
sent  Into  the  Baltic  late  In  December 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  British 
refugees  to  leave  Russia.  A  threat  of 
bombardment  resulted  In  immediate 
rep'resentation  by  German  army  offi- 
cers that  they  were  there  to  keep 
order,  and  that  they  would  leave  as 
soon  as  assurance  was  given  that 
anarchy  would  not  break  out.  Bol- 
shevik troops  who .  were  expected  to 
attack  the  town  at  any  moment  de- 
ferred action,   

According  to  stories  told  by  men 
who  were  on  board  the  ships,  the 
threat  of  bombardment  was,  for  the 
most  part,  a  bluff,  as'  the  most  the 
squadron  could  have  done,  it  is  said, 
would  have  been  to  smash  up  the 
town.  It  had  the  desired  effect, 
however,  and  the  commander  of  the 
warships  was  able  to  take  away  every 
British  subject   in   safety. 

Attempts  of  Bolshevik  forces  to 
bombard  Reval,  capital  of  Esthonia, 
from  the  sea  have  resulted  In  com- 
plete failure,  according  to  reports  re- 
ceived here.  Every  vessel  in  the  fleet 
Is  said  to  have  been  sunk.

President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  addressing;  the  Hud- 
dersfleld  Chamber  of  Commerce  last 
evening,  said  he  would  be  much  hap- 
pier If  he  could  see  stronger  indica- 
tions of  a  restoration  and  develop- 
ment of  trade  in  Great  Britain.  There 
was  plenty  of  trade  obtainable  In  the 
world.  It  was  the  deliberate  policy 
of  the  Government  that  restrictions 
and  control  would  be  removed  as  rap- 
Idly  as  possible,  hut  the  restrictions 
upon  exports  must  be  maintained  in 
respect  to  things  vital  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Allied  nations.  The  block- 
ade also  must  be  maintained  until 
peace  was  secure. 

Sir  Albert  said  that  there  was  more 
shipping  available  than  cargoes  and 
it  was  expected  that  this  Summer  the 
world  tonnage  afloat  would  be  equal 
to  the  pre-war  tonnage.  A  very  big 
slump  in  shipping  rates  might  be  an- 
ticipated. 

He  thought  it  was  a  fair  suggestion 
that  the  Government  should  restrict 
Imports  until  the  manufactures  were 
established  once  more  on  a  peace 
footing.  A  ministry  would  shortly  be 
established,  and  experienced  men 
already  had  been  Invited  to  Join  the 
board. 

The  Minister  concluded  by  saying 
that  strikes  were  the  most  difficult 
problem  which  must  be  faced  and 
solved.

It  was  pointed  out* 
at  the  gathering  that  the  territory 
had  -not  received  a  return  of  one  dol- 
lor  for  shipbuilding  or  war  orders,  as 
the  provinces  had,  although  its  con- 
tributions to  patriotic  funds,  bond 
purchases  and  companies  and  bat- 
teries for  the  war  had  been  so  large. 

The  Yukon  Development  League 
will  ask  for  ample  sums  for  the  im- 
mediate development  of  the  rich  min- 
eral resources  of  silver,  copper  and 
gold,  it  being  pointed  out  that  this 
activity  would  have  a  beneficial  ef- 
fect not  only  on  the  Yukon,  but  on 
British  Columbia  and  Alberta. 

There  also  is  a  project  on  foot  to 
secure  the  construction  of  a  Govern- 
ment-owned railway,  to  be  connected 
at  the  most  feasible  point  with  one 
of  the  transcontinental  railroads,  for 
the  opening  up  of  an  immensely  rich 
farming,  grazing  and  mining  country. 
Canadian  and  Alaska  commercial  or- 
ganisations will  be  appealed  to  for 
support  for  this  project,  and  It  Is  con- 
tended that  with  the  construction  of 
a  line  the  territory,  at  present  cut 
off,  would  be  afforded  military  de- 
fence from  the  heart  of  the  continent. 
A  trans-Alaskan-Yukon  railway  also 
would  supply  the  missing  link  con- 
necting every  railway  system,  in  the 
two  hemispheres  via  Behrlng  Straits.

E.  Playfalr,  Canadian  Press  Corre- 
spondent.)— General  Blmsley,  the  of- 
ficer commanding  the  Canadian  force 
in  Siberia,  will  leave  shortly  for  Omsk, 
He  will  administer  the  British  forces 
there  and  will  confer  with  other  Al- 
lied leaders. 

A  telegram  from  Omsk  states  that 
the  Inter-Allied  Committee  for  the 
control  of  the  Trans-Siberian  Railway 
Is  removing  Its  headquarters  from 
Vladivostok  to  Omsk  as  the  result  of 
the  recent  agreement  for  the  opera- 
tion of  the  system.  Comprehensive 
plans  are  being  prepared  which.  It  Is 
hoped,  will  enable  the  Inter-Allied 
Committee  to  avoid  the  present  heavy 
deficits  oft  the  operation  of  the  rail- 
way. The  staffs  of  all  the  Siberian 
lines  are  heavily  padded,  owing  to 
the  revolution,  but  It  would  be  lmp<% - 
sible  to  reduce  them  greatly  without 
serious   disturbances.

STRIKERS  IN  PARIS 

GO  BACK  TO  WORK 

PARIS,  Jan.  26.-— The  Government 
today  requisitioned  the  Paris  subway, 
street  car  and  automobile  bus  sys- 
tems, the  employees  of  which  are  on 
strike.  The  Government  considered 
it  Impossible  to  permit  even  a  tem- 
porary suspension  of  transportation 
facilities  In  the  capital. 

The  strike  on  the  transportation 
lines  of  Paris  came  to  an  end  today 
when  the  employees  of  the  various 
companies,  after  the  Government  had 
announced  It  would  requisition  trans- 
portation facilities,  decided  to  go  back 
to  work.

EXPERIMENTAL  LEGISLATION 

There  has  been  no  public  demand 
worth  recording  asking  fox  Provincial 
legislation  to  introduce  the  "Initiative 
and  Referendum"  system  into  the 
affairs  of  British  Columbia.  Ninety- 
nine  out  of  every  hundred  of  the  peo- 
ple who  elected  the  Brewster  Govern- 
ment to  power  knew  little  or  nothing 
of  what  the  system  meant  and  since 
the  election  we  doubt  if  the  Govern- 
ment has  ever  been  asked  in  an  organ- 
ised way  to  bring  about  this  "reform." 
The  introduction  of  this  legislation 
will  make  the  machinery  of  govern- 
ment a  nttle  move  ^umbersome.  It 
wlfl  make  it  more  costly  as  well.  If 
we  are  to  have  petitions  and  refer- 
enda according  to  the  whim  of  .20  per 
cent  of  those  who  voted  at  the  pre- 
ceding election;  for  this  20  per  cent, 
if  previous  elections  are  any  guide, 
may  only  represent  some  8  per  cent 
of  all  those  who  are  entitled  to  vote 
In  the  Province. 

The    "Initiative    and    Referendum" 
t  the  principle  of 
responsible  Government.     It  will  tend 


to  sap  the  power  of  the  Legislature. 
One  thing  it  most  certainly  will  .do 
tnd  that  to  reduce  the  initiative  of 
the  elected  representatives.  Under 
the  new  system,  instead  of  studying 
legislative  development  for  them- 
aelvee, the  members  will  be  inclined  to 
wait  for  the  S  per  cent  of  the  people 
to  give  a  sign  of  what  they  want,  and 
when  they  have  given  it  all  that  will 
be  necessary  will  be  for  a  measure  to 
be  drawn  up  and  passed  through  the 
Legislature,  or  the  latter  may  decide 
to  take  a  referendum  at  great  ex- 
panse and  thua  throw  the  responsibil- 
ity on  all  the  electorate.  Is  the  ex- 
perience of  other  communities  in  this 
system  so  profoundly  good  that  there 
is  any  necessity  for  its  Introduction  in 
British  Columbia  7  There  is  no  pop- 
ular demand  for  It.  To, all  intents  and 
purposes  It  appears  like  a  gratuitous 
giving  away  by  the  Legislature  and 
Government  of  some  of  the  powers 
which  they  possess  and  .which  are 
based  upon  those  which  have  slowly 
broadened  down  from  precedent  to 
precedent. 

There  to  no  issue  in  British  Colum- 
bia  that  the   Legislature  enjoys  too; 
great  powers.     On  the  contrary  when 
any  matter  is  declared    to    be    ultra, 
vires  of  this    Province  .  we    are    told 
Provincial    rights    are     being  ^  chal- 
lenged.    The   "Initiative   and    Refer- 
endum" system  to  experimental  legis- 
lation.   Its  workings  elsewhere  give  no 
warrant  for  ita  introduction  here  at 
this  time.     Carried  out  to  its  logical 
conclusion  the  members  of  any  Gov- 
ernment could  decide  to  ojmflne  their 
attention  to  departmental  Vdmmlstra-. 
tion  and    never,    themselves,    initiate 
anything,  but    instead    await    a    sign 
from  the  people  of  the  latter's  wishes. 
It  to  true  a  Government  of  this  char- 
acter could  not  exist  beyond  one  term, 
but  that  to  the  tendency  the  "Initia- 
tive   and    Referendum"    system    will 
foster,    whereas,    hitherto,    in   British 
countries,    the    conception    has    been 
that  Parliament  to  elected   to   think 
administratively   for   the   people.     In 
one    way    the    innovation    to  in  the 
nature  of  a  confession  that  a  govern- 
ment wishes  to  be  relieved  of  a 
k   tain  amount  of  responsibility. 


A    PUfJJCITY    PROPAGANDA 

The  Government  has  decided  that, 
with  the  exception  of  dancing,  no  ban 
is  to  be  placed  on  public  assemblies 
on  account  of  the  present  epidemic./ 
Instead,  there  is  to  be  a  campaign  of 
public  instruction  on  the  precautions 
necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  In- 
fluenza. This  was  what  was  done 
elsewhere  with  good  results  and  we 
hope  the  propaganda  to  be  undertaken 
will  be  equally  effectual  in  this  Prov- 
ince. It  will  be  if  carried  out  in  a 
competent  way  and  In  a  manner 
which  will  duly  impress  the  public. 
The  publicity  to  ba  given  to  the  pre- 
cautions that  are  necessary  should  not 
be  confined  to  those  that  will  minimise 
the  possibility  of  Infection;  they 
should  also  deal  with  the  care  that 
should  be  exercised  to  prevent  dele* 
terious  after  effects  arising  In  those 
who  have  been  sufferers. '  That  to  one 
of  the  most  serious  phases  of  the  epi- 
demic, in  that  it  leaves  Its  victims  less 
able  to  flgbt  off  other  diseases. 

•There  should  bo  an  authoritative 
campaign  dealing  with  the  two  main 
dangers  of  the  epidemic.  There  to  no 
doubt  that  personal  precautions,  if  re- 
ligiously followed,  will  do  more  than 
anything  else  to  restrict  the  spread  of 
the  disease.  But  the  Government 
owes  a  duty  to  those  who  have  been 
unfortunate  enough  to  become  vic- 
tims, and  it  to  to  tell  them  what  pre- 
cautions they  must  take  to  preserve 
their  health  in  the  future.  Many 
times  we  have  advocated  a  Ministry 
of  Health  In  Canada  and  research  de- 
partments In  every  Province.  The 
experience  of  recent  times  renders 
this  plea  all  the  more  forcible.  If  Ot- 
tawa will  do  nothing,  each  Province 
should  take  it  upon  itself  to  do  every- 
thing possible  to  preserve  the  health 
■of  ita  citizens.  There  to  nothing  upon 
which  money  can  be  more  wisely  ex- 
pended.

The  pleasure 
parly  from  Uppercross  are  supposed 
to  have  arrived  in  November;  Miss 
Mitford,  flower  of  gentility,  lived  here 
all  the  year  round;  Besant  in  a  ro- 
mance of  the  neighborhood  allures  us 
with  his  "soft  smooth  mornings,  com- 
mon in  Winter  on  the  south  coast, 
where  the  sun  floats  bathed  In  a  soft, 
yellow  mist,  itself  a  disk  of  molten 
gold;  where,  if  you  see  a  boat,  her 
masts  and  hull  are  wrapped  with  a 
yellow  haze  like  those  of  a  boat  in  a 
dream." 

Many  dreams  float  before  us.  Four 
ships  go  out  to  the  siege  of  Calais; 
in  the  haze  of  Immortal  glory  the 
little  Revenge  slips  out  from  the 
Cobb;  a  gallant  mer/ehant  ship  of 
Lyme,  homeward  bound,  turns  aside 
and  runs  "full  sail  to  Plymouth  Bay"; 
Castile's  black  fleet  meet  the  arma- 
ment of  the  Great  Queen  of  Lyme 
and  disperse  and  fade  away.  Ships 
come  round  Portland  to  help  the 
small  besieged  town  holding  out 
grimly  under  Robert  Blake,  while 
Prince  Eugene  fumes  In  old  Colway 
House  barely  a  mile  up  the  valley: 
ships  bring  ill-fated  Monmouth  and 
his  followers  to  the  strand,  beyond 
the  Cobb.  Alas!  for  the  sequel — 13 
gibbets  on  that  same  Cobb;  a  beauti- 
ful girl  pleading  for  the  life  of  her 
young  lover,  and  repulsed  with  a  bru- 
tal Jest. 

Dreaming,  we  may  come  near  those 
who  have  dreamt  here,  and  whose 
dreams  have  come  true,  or  nearly 
true.  Whistler,  where  the  shallow* 
river  meets  the  tide,  saw  With  vision 
of  the  artist  and  immortalized  what 
he  saw;  Captain  Coram  imagined  his 
Foundling  Hospital;  Sir  George 
Somers  and  many  another  gallant 
merchant-adventurer  dreamt  of  thelr^ 
Bermudas;  the '  "wonderful  boy  '  of 
fourteen"  surely  climbed  to  where 
Lord  Lister  has  built  his  house  on 
the  hill,  perhaps  with  that  older 
friend  who  probably  strode  along,  as

SUPERANNUATION 


The  Provincial  Government,  we 
note.  Is  contemplating  legislation  deal- 
ing with  civil  servants*  superannua- 
tion. There  to  a  fund  to  be  .created 
to  which  each  member  of  the  Civil 
Service  will  contribute  four  per  cent 
of  his  or  her  salary.  Upon  reaching 
the  superannuation  age  of  91  the  sum 
Is  refunded  In  full  with  an  equal 
amount  added  by  the  Government.  In 
the  event  of  a  civil  servant  retiring 
before  reaching  the  age  of  65  there 
to  refunded  whatever  savings  may 
have  been  contributed  to  the  super- 
annuation fund,  plus  interest,  but  no 
Government  grant  to  given. 

Without  fuller  particulars  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  say  how  a  scheme  of  this 
character  wljl  work  out  in  practice, 
but  it  does  seem  that  now  the  civil 
servants  have  an  organisation  of 
their  own  deelgned  to  look  after  their 
interests,  they  should  havo  been  con- 
sulted in  a  matter  of  this  character. 
It  to  quite  possible  they  will  approve 
the  course  the  Government  suggests. 
It  has  the  merit  of  encouraging  thrift 
and  building  up  a  fund  for  old  age, 
but  it  has  the  drawback  of  taking 
away  yearly  four  per  cent  of  salaries, 
some  of  which  are  now  too  meagre. 
Presumably  •  the  Government  Intends 
to  put  into  force,  in  connection  with 
the  next  Estimates,  such  a  salary 
sehedule  as  will  mean  there  can  be 
ne  objection  raised  by  any  class  of 
esapleyess  to  a  compulsory  measure 
for  saving  four  per  cent  of  the  yearly 
pay.

MILITARY  DELAYS 

Complaints   continue    to    reach   us 
regarding  the  delay  soldiers  are  ex- 
periencing in  securing  their  discharge 
from  the  army.    Many  men  who  have 
civilian  berths  awaiting  them  cannot 
obtain  their  release.  Wo  are  informed 
that   at  Hastings   Park   and   at   New 
Westminster   there  are   from   8S0   to 
700  men  all  in  line  for  discharge,  but 
the  rate  at  which  they  are  being  re- 
leased is  not  more  than  eight  or  nine 
a  day.     Some  are  held  on  the  excuse 
that  they  are  needed  on  the  light  and 
nominal  duty  upon  which  they  may 
be  engaged.     This  statement  to  made 
even    in    connection    with    men    who 
have   civilian   posts  to   which   to   go. 
All  men  before  they  secure  their  dis- 
charge   have    to    undergo    a    medical 
board.     There  are  medical  boards  in 
the  different  centres  who  should  be 
able  to  handle  100  men  dally,  if  ne- 
cessary; so  that  the  fault  can  hardly 
He  in  this  direction.    We  rather  think 
the  blame  rests  with  the  circumlocu- 
tion methods  adopted,  and.'  perhaps, 
in  some   instances,   through  a   desire 
on  the  part  of  Junior  officers  to  show 
their  authority. 

There  should  be  a  quickening  up 
in  the  methods  of  discharging  soldiers 
from  the  army.  We  have  been  told 
that  men  of  the  Depot  Battalions  who 
were  drafted  under  the  Military  Ser- 
vice Act  and  who  never  got  to  the 
front,  are  being  discharged  ahead 
of  others  who  have  been  la  the 
fighting  line  or  engaged  on  spe- 
cial duty  In  Canada  or  England. 
It  to  hardly  to  be  wondered  at 
that  111  feeling  should  arte*  If 
this  practice  to  being  followed. 
There  are  ample  administrative  fa- 
cilities available  In  this  Military  Dis- 
trict to  deal  with  the  problem  of  de- 
mobilisation. Where  all  a  man's  pa- 
pers are  available,  where  he  can  Im- 
mediately go  before  a  medical  board, 
more   especially,   where  he  can 


ro- 
,  touch  the  imagination  here. 
Some  dreamers  will  hear  the  tap,  tap 
of  May  Anning's  hammer,  and  will 
gloat  with  her  over  the  fossils  of  the 
Ichthyosaurus  and  the  Plesiosaurus 
discovered  by  her  in  Lyme's  blue 
shale.

i  CANADA'S  OPENINGS 

FOR  BRITISH  TRADE 

LONDON,  Jan.  24. — The  Board  of 
Trade  Journal  devotes  much  space  to 
the  question  of  openings  for  British 
trade  in  Canada.  It  is  pointed  out  that 
during  the  war  there  has. been  a  steady 
stream  of  inquiries  from  Canadians  to 
manufacturers  of  the  United  King- 
dom, but  owing  to  the  necessity  of 
prose#uting  the  war  almost  a  deaf  ear 
had  to  be  {turned  to  trade  inquiries, 
not  only  from  Canada,  but  all  self- 
governing  Dominions  an 6*  colonies. 

Inquiries  published  in  the  Journal 
today  show  that  Canadian  merchants 
are  taking  the  lead  In  an  endeavor  to 
reestablish  and  strengthen  trade  rela- 
tions with  England.

Lieut.  Omar  Leo  Higgins, 
Gassed  During  the  Fighting 
in  France,  Died  in  Vic- 
toria, 


After  a  brave  fight  for  life,  Lieut. 
Omar  Leo  Hlgglns,  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  W.  J.  Higgins,  1011  View  Street, 
has  succumbed  from  the  effects  of 
being  gassed  during  the  time  he  was 
in  France  fighting  with  the  Cana- 
dians. 

The  late  Lieut.  Higgins  was 
twenty-six  years  of  age  and  a  native 
of  Gait.  Ontario.  He  was, two  years 
in  Prance  and  took  part  in  some  of 
the  biggest  fighting  in  which  the  Brit- 
ish troops  were  participating.  He  was 
severely  gassed  and  was  mony  molths 
in  hospital  in  England  before  he  was 
sent  back  to  Canada  in  the  early  part 
of  1918.  In  the  hope  that  the  treat- 
ment at  Balfour  Sanatorium  would 
benefit  him  he  was  kept  there  until 
about  a  month  ago,  when  he  came 
home  to  die. 

When  the  war  broke  out  Lieut. 
Higgins  was  on  the  staff  of  one  of 
the  Manitoba  branches  of  the  Union 
Bank,  leaving  his  post  to  volunteer 
for  service  in  the  army.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Catholic  Mutual  Bene- 
fit Association.  • 

Beside  the  parents  there  survive  one 
sister  here,  a  brother  in  Toronto  and 
one  brother  overseas. 

The  remains  are  now  lying  at 
Sands'  Funeral  Chapel,  and  will  re- 
main there  until  Thursday  morning. 
At  9;45  they  will  be  conveyed  to  St. 
Andrew's  Cathedral,  where  mass  will 
be  said  by  Father  Laterme.  The 
funeral  will  be  held  with  full  mili- 
tary honors  and  Interment  will  take 
place  at  Ross  Bay.

BE  MADE  EFFECTIVE 


All  Dances  Prohibited,  But 
Authorities  for  Present  Will 
Depend  Upon  Educational 
Campaign  to  Curb  Epidemic, 


No  general  ban  will  be  made  effec- 
tive because  of  the  prevailing  Spanish 
influenza  epidemic.  While  dances, 
both  public  and  private,  will  be  pro- 
hibited, no  steps  barring  public  meet- 
ings, ohurch  services,  theatre  per- 
formances or  school  classes  will  be 
taken,  at  any  rate  as  yet. 

Following  the  lengthy  conference 
held  yesterday  at  the  Legislative 
buildings,  at  which  the  medical  au- 
thorities of  Island  centres  as  well  as 
those  of  the  Lower  Mainland  were 
present,  the  whole  question  of  the 
present  epidemic  situation  was  can{ 
vassed  and  the  best  steps  to  be  taken 
to  meet  the  situation  were  discussed. 
Aa  a  result  of  the  conclusions  arrived 
at  recommendations  which  will  go 
forward  to  the  Government  were 
agreed  to  to  the  following  effect: 

No  general  ban  to  be  brought  into 
effect;  a  campaign  of  education 
through/  the  columns  of  the  prees  as 
well  aa  in  moving  picture  theatres  will 
be  Inaugurated  to  'impress  upon  the 
public  the  necessity  of  taking  reason- 
able and  needed  preventive  measures; 
the  antl-splttlng  ordinance  will  be  en- 
forced to  the  limit  and  power  will  be 
given  to  municipal  authorities  to  take 
steps  to  enforce  regulations  providing 
for  proper  ventilation  in  places  of 
public  assembly,  to  the  end  that  there 
ehall  be  provided  a  means  of  keeping 
the  air  fresh  and  continually  re- 
newed. In  respect  of  this  last  provi- 
sion, while  many  theatres  are  pos- 
sessed of  modern  plants  for  renewing 
theflair,  many  other  places  are  not  so 
provided,  and  presumably  such  latter 
places  will  be  closed  to  public  use 
unless v  they  are  made  to  meet  'the 
wishes  of  the  medical  authorities. 
Not  So  Serious 
The  discussion  which  commenced 
yesterday  morning  was  continued  at 
a  three  hour  session  in  the  afternoon; 
well  after  8  o'clock.  The  various 
medical  men  present  submitted  re- 
ports upon  the  conditions  as  they 
exist  in  their  respective  districts,  and 
while  some  of  them  felt  the  ban,  as 
formerly  in  operation,  should  be  reln- 
stituted  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of 
the  epidemic,  which,  they  argued, 
came  in  waves,  the  majority  opinion 
was  that  the, malady  at  the  present 
moment  Is  by  no  means  as  serious  as 
it  wae  in  October  last  when  the  then 
ban  was  brought  Into  operation,  that 
the  second  wave  which  is  now  being 
experienced  is  receding,  and  that  with 
an  educational  campaign,  the  aim  of 
which  is  to  secure  the  co-operation  of 
the  public  in  the  taking  of  reasonable 
preventive  measures,  the  necessity  for 
more  drastic  measures  at  this  time 
may  be  obviated.  To 'the  municipal 
authorities  will  be  given  power,  where 
they  may  deem  it  necessary,  to  regu- 
late public  assemblages  as  to  number, 
ete. 


The  decisions  of  the  conference 
will  be  before  the  Government  to- 
morrow, when  ''the  needed  powers 
will,  by  order-ln-councll,  be  granted 
to  the  municipal  authorities.

H.  E.  Young,  Provincial  Medical  Offi- 
cer; Dr.  Price,  Medical  Health  Officer 
of  Victoria;  and  Alderman  Johns, 
chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  of 
the  City  Council;  Dr.  Walker,  Oak 
Bay;  Dr.  Vye,  Saanleh;  Dr.  Drysdale, 
Nanalmo;  Dr.  McEachran,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  "Vancouver  General 
Hospital;  Dr.  Underbill,  Medical 
Health  Officer  of  that  city;  Dr.  T. 
Miller,  representing  the  military  au- 
thorities; Dr.  Watson,  Burnaby;  Dr. 
McKeown,  New  Westminster;  Dr. 
Turnbull,  South  Vancouver;  Drs. 
Sutherland,  Newcombe  and  Gillian, 
Vancouver;  and  Alderman  Owen, 
chairman  of  the  Vancouver  Board  of 
Health.

The  eudden  death  of  Mr.  Julian  A. 
Williams  laat  Wednesday  afternoon 
came  aa  a  great  shock  to  hie  many 
friends  in  thie  city,  especially  aa  he 
was  heard  to  remark  only  laat  Sunday 
evening  that  he  was  feeiing  so  vial  I. 
On  Wednesday  morning  he  was  indis- 
posed, but  went  to  the  office  just  the 

same.  Soon  afterwards  he  went  home 
to  bed  and  was  found  dead  late  in 
the  afternoon  from  a  heart  attack. 

Mr.  Williams  was  fifty-four  years 
of  age  and  was  .a  native  of  London. 
England.  He  had  been-  a  resident  of 
Victoria  for  over  twenty  years.  He 
was  assistant  secretary  for  many  years 
and  filled  the  position  with  that  con- 
scientiousness which  characterized  all 
his  work.  Mr.  Williams  left  the  Hos- 
pital to  become  the  secretary  of  the 
late  Dr.  O.  M.  Jones,  a  position  which 
he  held  for  sixteen  years  with  the 
utmost  fidelity.  He  was  entrusted 
with  all  Doctor  Jones'  business 
affairs. 

A  good  churchman,  Mr.  Williams 
for  many  years  was  a  member  of  the 
Cathedral  choir.  Recently  he  sang  in 
St.  John's  choir.  His  one  hobby  wab 
music,  and  for  the  last  fifteen  years 
he  had  led  the  carols  at  the  Jubilee 
Hospital  on  Christmas  morning. 
Mr.    Williams   attended    a   practice 

I  for  the  coming  oratorio  with  the 
Musical  Society  two  nights  before  his 
death.  At  the  outbreak  of  war  he 
was  too  old  for  foreign  service,  but 
enlisted  for  home  defence,  taking  a 
keen  interest  in  the  work.  A  great 
lover  of  Victoria,  he  greatly  enjoyed 
his  regular  Sunday  walks  around 
Beacon  Hill  Park.  His  mother  was 
a  direct  descendant  of  Captain  Bas- 
coe,   who   was   one   of  Nelson's   cap-

SESSION  MAY  HALT 


UVI.  MCKENNA  HAS 
THE  MILITARY  CROSS 


Awarded  Decoration  for  What 
He  Did  in  the ,  Drocourt- 
Queant  Sector— Met  Prince 
of  Wales. 


But  Effort  Will  Be  Made  to 
Get  Johnson  Street  Project 
Under  Way  as  Soon  as 
Possible, 


Tomorrow  morning  Mayor  Porter 
and  a  commute*  of  aldermen  will 
make  an  examination  of  the  Esqui- 
mau a  Nanalmo  Railway  bridge  and 
the  surrounding  property  for  the  pur- 
pose of  gathering  data  on  the  pro- 
posed Johnson  Street  bridge  and  also 
of  impressing  on  the  railway  com- 
pany the  necessity  of  speedy  action 
In  deciding  whether  or  not  the  ex- 
isting bridge  is  to  be  opened  at  dif- 
ferent periods  of  the  day  to  let  ship- 
yard workers  pass  to  and  from  the 
city. 

The  approaching  session  of  the 
Legislature  may  Ue  up  Johnson 
Street  bridge  negotiations  for  a  short 
time,  as  Premier  Oliver  has  been  so 
busy  with  other  duties  that  he  has 
been  unable  to  take  action  respect- 
ing the  bridge.  One  of  the  first  reso- 
lutions the  Council  paased  this  year 
was  in  favor  of  placing  the  initiative 
in  the  hands  of  the  Premier  in  re- 
gard to  the  calling  of  a  conference 
of  all  the  interested  parties,  so  that 
a  nearly  start  could  be  made  on  the 
bridge  project  Mayor  Porter  is 
hopeful,  however,  that  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  report  notable  progress  with- 
in a  short  time. 

SOME  EXPLANATIONS 

OF  CANADA'S  NAME 

History  students  and  others  will  be 
Interested  In  the  more  or  less  elabo- 
rate explanation  of  the  origin  of  the 
name  Canada  which  haa  been  sent  by 
the  Geographic  Board  of  Canada  to  a 
Victoria  enquirer,  who  in  turn  has 
passed  on  the  matter  to  The  Colonist 
in  the  belief  that  it  will  be  read  by 
rqany  subscribers.  ) 

"In  reply  to  your  request  for  the 
meaning  of  the  name  Canada,"  writes 
Mr.  R>  Douglas,  secretary  of  the 
Geographic  Board,  "I  beg  to  give  you 
two  quotations  from  'The  St  Law- 
rence Basin,'  a  standard  work  on  ex- 
ploration by  the  late  Dr.  S.  B.  Daw- 
son, sometime  member  of  the  Geo- 
graphic Board. 

"Canada  was  to  him  (Cartier)  a 
town — the  chief  town  of  a  territory. 
The  name  is  in  the  vocabulary  at  the 
end  of  his  narrative.  It  is  a  Huron- 
Iroquois  word,  and  is  a  generic  name 
for  any  town  or  village.  It  might 
have  been  supposed  that '  the  origin 
and  meaning  of  the  word  Canada 
would  have  rested  undisturbed  where 
Cartier  placed  It.  At  the  end  of  his 
account  of  the  second  voyage  is  a 
vocabulary  of  the  language  of  the 
country  and  kingdoms  of  'Hochelaga 
and  Canada,'  where  it  Is  expressly 
stated  that  the  natives  'call  a  town 
Canada.'  Stadacona  was  only  the  spe- 
cific name  of  the  town  he  found,  and 
this  is  abundantly  evident  in  the  nar- 
rative, as,  in  one  Instance  .  out  of 
many  where  Donnacona  asks  Cartier 
to  go  the  following  day  to  see  Canada 
— that  is,  Stadacona — just  as  one  man 
might  ask  another  to  come  to  town. 
"  'Nevertheless,  some  suppose  that 
at  some  unspecified  time — any  time 
will  do  so  long  as  it  is  prior  to  Car- 
tier — the  Portuguese  went  up  the 
river,  and,  at  their  disappointment  at 
finding  it  a  river,  said  Ca-nada 
(nothing  here).  The  native,  by 
theory,  caught  up  that  phrase  and 
repeated  it  to  Cartier,  as  the  only 
Portuguese  they  knew.  Still  another 
Portuguese  theory  is  that  Canada  is 
an  old  Portuguese  word,  still  in  use 
in  the  AtlanUc  Islands,  meaning  a 
strait,  and  that  the  pre-Cartier  dis- 
coverers, when  they  arrived  at  Que- 
bec, thought  the  river  was  a  channel 
by  which  they  might  pass  to  the 
East  Indies. 

Another  Theory. 
"  'Charlevoix  reports  another  theory 
— that  the  pre-Cartier  sailors  were 
Spaniards  who,  finding  no  gold  mines, 
exclaimed  Aca-Nada  inothing  here). 
Thevet  Belieforeet  and  Lescarbot 
have  each  a  theory;  but  the  most  far- 
fetched is  the  derivaUon  from  the 
Sanscrit  'Kanada' — one  who  eats 
little. 

'  "All  this  learned  labor,  and  there 
is  a  good  deal  more  of  it,  might  have 
been  saved  by  permitting  the  Huron- 
Iroquois  to  know  their  language.  We 
have  Cartler's  testimony  that  Canada 
signified  in  Donnacona's  mouth  a 
town,  and  the  missionaries  in  after 
years — many  of  whom,  like  the  late 
Father  Cuoq,  spent  their  lives  preach- 
ing and  teaching  in  the  Indian  lan- 
guages of  Canada — testify  that  Ka- 
nata,  which  Charlevoix  says  was  pro- 
nounced Canada,  signified,  in  Iroquois, 
town,  village  or  collection  of  huts; 
and  from  Quebec  tt  was  extended 
over  the  whole  country.' " 

Not  Muggins'  Puppies— Mrs.  Wood- 
ward, owner  of  Muggins,  is  annoyed 
at  the  announcement  that  reputed 
puppies  of  her  famous  Spits,  "Mug- 
gins." are  being  sold  in  the  city.  She 
wishes  emphatically  to  state  that  no 
puppies  of  Muggins  have  been  offered 
for  sale  in  the  city  for  the  last  18 
months  with  the  exception  of  two 
that  were  sold  at  the  Klllarney  stall 
this  week. 
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Belated  but  very  Interesting  letters 
from  Lieut  Vincent  McKenna  reached 
his  parent*  here  a  few  days  ago.  In 
these  he  relates  his  experiences  while 
travelling  through  France  and  Bel- 
gium to  rejoin  his  battery  after  being 
in  hospital  at  St.  Pol  with  Influence. 
In  Brussels,  where  he  rested  a  day  or 
two,  he  met  officers  of  his  division 
on  leave.  Their  expressions  of  con- 
gratulation caused  him  to  ask: 

"Why  all  this  fuss?" 

And  then  he  learned  that  he  had 
been  awarded  the  Military  Cross  for 
what  he  did  in  the  Drocourt-Queant 
sector  when  the  Canadians  broke 
through  the  Hlndenburg  line.  Both 
the  colonel  and  adjutant  of  his  bri- 
gade told  him  later  on  that  he  had 
won  this  coveted  decoration,  so  he 
finally  was  persuaded  that  It  must  be 
true.  Bnterlng  a  cafe  in  the  evening, 
he  was  called  to  Join  a  group  of  an- 
other Canadian  division.  Among 
them  was  the  Prince  of  Wales,  who 
averred  he  was  a  Canadian,  too,  and 
who,  Lieut.  McKenna  declares,  is  a 
"right  Jolly  good  fellow."  In  his  last 
letter  the  young  officer  told  of  catch- 
ing up  with  his  battery  on  the  march. 

Lieut  Vincent  McKenna  Is  the 
youngest  son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  J. 
McKenna,  and  a  brother  of  Mr. 
Joseph  McKenna,  student-at-law  with 
Messrs.  Burns  &  Walkem,  Vancou- 
ver, and  of  Lieut.  Damlen  McKenna, 
who  went  aa  a  private  with  the  First 
Canadian  Contingent,  was  wounded,

It  was  a  romantic  as 
well  as  wholesome  programme,  and  of 
such  a  singularly  high  order  that  the 
older  folk  particularly  were  delighted 
with  the  refreshing  review  of  Burns' 
songs  and  poems.  Major  Bapty  made 
an  admirable  chairman,  his  remarks 
being  pithy  and  witty.  Rev.  J,  O.  Ink- 
ster's  lecture  on  "Haunts  of  Burns" 
was  well  received,  the  beautiful  Illus- 
trations afforded  through  the  medium 
of  the  slides  made  by  Mr.  Huztable  en- 
hancing a  theme  which  had  much  In 
it  already  to  stir  tbe  Imagination  and 
move  tbe  sentiments.  Humorous  and

By  motion  It  was  decided 
that  all  officers  should  be  re-elected 
for  the  duration  of  the  branch's 
work.  Mrs.  Fleming  was  present  and 
addressed  the  workers  upon  the  ne- 
cessity of  "carrying  on"  for  some  time 
yet.  She  said  that  since  the  signing 
of  the  armistice  the  work  had  fallen 
off  by  75  per  cent,  and  yet  It  was 
necessary  that  materials  on  hand 
must  be  finished  up.  She  quoted  the 
words  of  Colonel  W.  Blaylock,  chief 
commissioner  overseas: 

"In  conclusion.  I  say  again,  make 
no  mistake,  there  Is  no  armistice  fer 
the  Red  Cross — the  guns  may  be 
silenced,  peace  terms  may  be  signed, 
but  still  the  fight  against  pain  and 
disease  goes  on.  Till  the  last  Cana- 
dian soldier  who  offered  himself  as  a 
barrier  between  us  and  destruction  is 
discharged  from  hospital,  we  must 
march  steadily  forward  under  the 
banner  of  the  Red  Cross." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting 
refreshments  were  served  and  a  so- 
cial time  enjoyed  by  the  committee. 

There  will  be  a  card  party  In  the 
rooms  on  Thursday,  January  30,  at 
8:30.  As  usual.  Mr.  C.  H.  Waller  will 
be  In  charge,  and  tickets  may  be  ob- 
tained from  members  of  the  com- 
mittee.

At  the  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  National  Council  of 
Women  of  Canada  held  in  Kingston, 
January  9,  1919,  conclusive  evidence 
was  placed  before  the  members  that 
many  statements  that  have  been 
made  public  and  which  have  reflected 
adversely  upon  the  character  and 
work  of  Lord  and  Lady  Aberdeen  j 
during  their  sojourn  In  the  United  ' 
States,  have  been  entirely  without 
foundation. 

Their  work  on  behalf  of  the  Wo- 
men's National  Health  Association  of 
Ireland  was  undertaken  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  at  the  request  of  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  Dublin.  Certified  accounts 
show  that  the  sum  of  $99,267  had 
been  remitted  by  them  to  treasurers 
In  Ireland  and  Scotland. 

The  District  Attorney  of  New 
York  has  stated  to  the  British  As- 
sistant Provost  Marshal  in  New  York 
that  the  only  reason  why  Lord  Aber- 
deen was  asked  by  him  to  suspend 
the  raising  of  funds  in  New  York 
for  the  work  of  the  association  dur- 
ing the  war  was  because,  in  his  opin- 
ion, all  such  funds  raised  should  be 
devoted  exclusively  to  more  definite 
war  work,  and  "there  was  no  evi- 
dence whatever  in  any  way  Impugn- 
ing the  honor  or  Integrity  of  Lord 
and  Lady  Aberdeen."  Only  the  ex- 
penses necessary  for  the  raising  of 
this  money  were  deducted  from  the 
contributions,  Lord  and  Lady  Aber- 
deen paying  their  personal  expenses 
out  of  their  own  private  funds. 

Lady  Aberdeen  had  never  sent  a 
letter  from  a  woman  of  an  enemy 
country  to  this  or  any  other  National 
Council  during  the  war;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  she  had  written  to  warn 
those  to  whom  a  letter  had  been  sent 
by  the  President  of  the  Austrian 
Council  through  an  officer  of  a  neu- 
tral council  that  they  must  take  no 
action  upon  It.  When  Lady  Aberdeen 
was  to  speak  in  a  theatre  on  behalf 
of  the  Liberty  Loan  she  refused  to  do 
so  upon  finding  that  she  was  to  ap- 
pear on  the  same  stage  with  Evelyn 
Nesbltt  Thaw. 

The  British  Assistant  Provost  Mar- 
shal states  that  Lord  and  Lady  Aber- 
deen left  the  United  States  for  Great 
Britain  entirely  of  their  own  voli- 
tion. They  were  honored  guests  at 
many  important  functions  up  to  the 
time  of  their  departure.  Both  Lord 
and  Lady  Aberdeen  have  done  a 
great  deal  to  promote  a  better  feel- 
ing between  the  United  8tates  and 
Great  Britain  by  their  many  public 
speeches  on  behalf  of  the  Allies. 

This  Information  was  given  to  the 
executive  committee  in  letters  and 
telegrams  from  the  office  of  the 
British  Provost  Marshal,  from  Mr.  J. 
J.  Curtin,  barrister,  etc..  New  York, 
from  Dr.  Nicholas  Murray  Butler, 
president  of  Columbia  University, 
and  also  In  person  by  Mr.  Charles  R. 
Kearney,  chairman  of  the  American 
Auxiliary  of  the  Women's  National 
Health  Association  of  Ireland."

Young  Jim's  letter  from  Germany 
followa: 

"1 .  wrote  on  December  IS,  hut 
since  then  we  have  moved  to  Meh- 
lein  00  the  ■Rhine,  and  ws  have  struck 
It  lucky.  Jt.  to  a  email  residential 
place  Just  like  Bearsden,  Scotland, 
and  It  la  about  seven  kilometres  from 
the  nearest  town,  which  la  Bonn. 
However,  Bonn  to  out  of  bounds,  so 
wa  cannot  go  there,  'We  occupy  our- 
selves in  the  evening  by  playing  cards 
or  trying  to  make  ourselves  under- 
stood,  which  to  some  job.  None  of 
ua  knows  a  word  of  German,  but  we 
'chew  the  rag*,  and  explain  with 
our  hands,  and  we  usually  manage. 
The  majority  of  the  speaking  done 
by  our  troops  in  France  and  Bel- 
glum  and  Germany  to  dona  with  the 
hand*  and  motions  of  the  body.,  if 
you  saw  them  you.  probably  would 
die  laughing  to  see  a  crowd  of  boys 
all  dangling  hands,  feet  and  tongues 
at  once,  and  usually  at  one  person. 

"We  are  In  very  nice  billets  and 
hgve  white  sheets,  etc.  The  German 
people  are'treating  us  Just  aa  well  as 
the  French  used  to,  as  far  aa  our 
battery  to  concerned.  I  don't  think 
they  do  It  because  they  are  seared, 
either,  but'  just  out  of  sympathy, 
knowing  the  way  the  troops  lived 
when  the  war  waa  on.  . 

Visited  American  Baaa 

"Today  nine  of  us  and  two  officers 
from  the  battery  went  on  a  trip  in 
a  big  motor  launch  up  the  Rhine  to 
Coblenz,  where  the  American  army  la 
stationed.  We  didn't  have  time  to 
stay  at  Coblenz.  aa.  It  took,  ua  five 
hours  to  go  up  and  come  back,  and 
as  we  didn't  have  any  rations  with 
us  we  had  to  get  back  In  time  for 
supper.  It  certainly  waa  a  grand  trip, 
aha"  .we  .all   enjoyed    it.  very    much. 

Shen  we  returned  we  had  a  big^  hot 
liner  waiting  for   us,   and   thto  we 
ilso  enjoyed. 

"1  was  talking  to  a  captain  who 
la  In  charge. of  a  battery  and  he  said 

3e  could  expect  to  be  home  about 
le  end  of  >  March." 
Pte.  Denhclme  was  a  bugler  with 
the  5th  Regiment  when  war '  broke 
out'  and  later  joined  the  15th  Am- 
munition Column,  having  previously 
been  refused  enlistment .  on  account 
of  his  youth.  He  was  attached  to  the 
Records  Office  in  London  and  subse- 
quently sent  over  to  France,  where 
he  worked  with  the  big  guns  until  the 
irmlsttee.

It  seems  a  pity  that  Mr.  Godsal  did 
not  trouble  to  make  closer  enquiries 
into  hto  subject  before  launching 
upon  so  interesting  a  topic,  for  he 
appears  to  have  quite  misled  his  au- 
dience; It  is  easy-  to  see  by  trying 
the  heat  and  water  method  of  which 
Mr.  Godsal  speaks  that  no  Indian 
ever  did  manufacture  arrowheads  in 
thto  way.  Stone  so  treated  shatters 
Into  many  pieces,  and  cannot  be 
shaped  to  any  particular  form.

"In  the  inventory  of  the  tools  the 
flaker  must  not  be  overlooked.  Many 
of  these  have  been  found.     The  Bki- 


mos  used  those  of  ivory  fastened  to 
a  handle.  These  were  used  for  chip- 
ping by  pressure.  The  real  prehis- 
toric flakera  have  been  found.  These 
were  simply  pieces  of  bone  or  horn, 
usually  the  point  of  a  deer  horn, 
with  sufficient  length  to  ensure  a 
firm  grip.  The  workman,  having 
chipped  hto  piece  to  a  proper  form 
by  precusslon,  deeiring  to  bring  it  to 
an  edge,  took  it  in  one  hand,  the 
(laker  in  another,  and  by  placing  Its 
points  against  the  portion  to  be  re-

Man  who  live  beyond  the  usual  span 
are  often  tempted  to  associate  their 
success  with  a  theory  or  principle 
espoused  by  them  in  early  life.  Thus, 
there  are  octogenarians  who  declare 
that  they  have  achieved  that  distinc- 
tion by  means  of  copious  draughts  of 
beer:  by  abstinence  from  beer;  by  eat- 
ing meat;  by  avoiding  the  eating  of 
meat;  by  sour  milk  and  by  milk  that 
is  not  sour;  by  grapes  and  dates  and 
nuts  and  cheese;  by  everything  and 
*>y  anything. 

I  But  it  is  another  matter  when,  the 
chances  against  it  being  known,  a  man 
proclaims  that  he  will  live  longer  than 
his  fellows  by  the  exhibition  of  a 
method  of  his  own,  and  does  in  fact 
succeed  in  doing  so.  In  this  case  we 
are  Justified  In  a  greater  degree  of  in- 
terest than  we  could  show  had  the 
prophecy  been  made  after  the  event. 
It  Is  for  this  reason  that  the  death 
of  the  Great  Faster,  as  he  was  called, 
is  an  event  worth  putting  on  record. 

.  Bo  long  ago  as  the  'eighties  Dr.  Harry 
Tmhner  declared  that  he  would  live 
longer  than  other  men  by  fasting 
while  they  ate,  drank  and  were  merry. 
He  has  done' it.  His  death  occurred 
recently  at  the  Santiago  County  Hos- 
pital at  the  age  of  91  years. 


During  his  visit  to  England  in  the 
eighties  this  exponent  of  long  life  and 
low  diet  intrigued  the  profession  and 
the  public.  Doctors  attended  his 
demonstrations  in  large  numbers— for 
he  actually  gave  lessons  how  to  fast — 
and  many  opinions  for  and  against  his 
theory  were  advanced.  One  thing  was 
certain:  Dr  Tanner  could  do  without 
food  so  well  and  for  so  long  that  nour- 
ishment seemed  to  be  almost  super- 
fluous so  far  as  he  was  concerned. 

Nor  perhaps  did  he  fast  li.  vain. 
The  very  newest  treatment  for  dia- 
betes is  by  fasting,  and  Is  said  to  be 
a  good  treatment— or  at  least  better 
then  any  of  its:  predecessors;  and 
other  diseases  are  being  handled  in 
the  same  way.  But  whether  the  re- 
ward of  fasUng  -to  this  extent  is  »  before  Petlyura  came  in 
"worth  it"  or  not  Is  another  question. 
The  telegram  from  Santiago  announc- 
ing the  end  of  this  foodless  man  con- 
tains the  laconic  sentence,  "He  is  be- 
lieved to  have  ended  his  days  without 
relations." — London  Times. 


The  first  English  paper  I  have  seen 
for  a  long  {|me  drifted  into  my  hands 
the  other  day,  writes  a  special  corre- 
spondent of  The  London  Times  at 
Warsaw.  Judging  by  paragraphs  in  it. 
some  people  in  England  desire  the 
withdrawal  of  the  Allied  troops  from 
the  M  urman  coast. 

No  doubt  behind  this  desire  there 
Is  a  laudable  wish  not  to  interfere  in 
Russia  and  to  let  the  Russian  people 
settle  Russian  affairs  in  their  own 
way.  At  the  same  time,  one  feels 
that  it  is  well  that  those  at  home 
should  know  exactly  what  that  "own 
way"  is. 

Hare  at  Warsaw  we  are  at  the  very 
gate  of  Russia,  and  there  arrive  con- 
tinually fugitives  from  out  of  aU  the 
vest  territory  from  the  Baltic  right 
/down  to  the  Ukraine  fleeing  from  the 
process  of,  Russian  consolidation. 
From  a  good  many  talks  and  inter- 
views with  them  I  have  pierced  to- 
gether a  general  story  of  the  position 
along  all  this  linV.  and  here  it  is. 

That  artisan  of  the  new  Russia, 
Trotsky,  has  his  headquarters  at  Mos- 
cow, but  the  area  of  the  locust  forces 
may  be  said  to  lie  generally  In  a  sort 
of  circle  from  Petrograd  southwest  to 
Dvinsk,  Minsk  and  Homel,  thence 
south  to  Kursk,  Vobenya,  Saratoff, 
Samara  and  so  by  Perm  and  Vologda 
back  to  Petrograd. 

Turning  to  that  part  which  most 
directly  concerns  Western'  Burope, 
that  Is,  the  part  bordering  on  ex- Rus- 
sian and  ex- Austrian  Poland, ;  Trotsky 
and  Lenin  held  sway  Ull  recently  about 
as  far  as  the  Ukraine  borders.  The 
Germans  were  in  numbers,  In  the 
Ukraine,  and  in  Kieff  Skoropadfikl  was 
the  authority,  and  a  leader  of  armed 
bands  called  Petlyura  had  a  vague 
chieftainship,  the  Germans  generally 
working  on  one  side  or  the  other  as 
local  necessities  demanded,,  or  else 
having,  especially  of  late,  enough  to 
do  to  maintain  themselves  at  all.  Their 
retirement  has  been  going  rfh  now  for 
some  time. 

SkoropadHki's  Fall 

Skoropadskl  collected  a  certain 
force,  mainly  ex-Russian  officers,  at 
Kieff.  Upon  them  his  shaky  suprem- 
acy has  been  based.  But  last  Sunday 
— one  of  the  Radalwlll  family  who 
escaped  from  there  gives  me  the  news 
— a  great  part  of  the  city  seems  to 
have  voluntarily  declared  for  Pet- 
lyura, and  the  latter,  whose  past  ap- 
pears, to  include  stages  as  dancer, 
schoolmaster  and  bath  attendant,  en- 
tered Kieff  on  Friday,  December  20.

Persia's  Delegates 
PARIS,  Jan.  24. — The  Persian  dele- 
gation sent  to  Paris  in  connection  with 
the  peace  conference,  headed  by  the 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  arrived  in 
Paris  today.  It  will  wait  upon  the 
conference  to  present  to  it  the  desires 
of  Persia.

mans raised  no  obstacles,  they  set  a 
current  In  favor  of  Petlyura. 

He  Is,  of  course,  to  be  removed  In 
his  turn,  but  for  the  time  being  is  as 
good  as  anyone  else  to  serve  the  Mos- 
cow miscreants.  These  have  occa- 
sionally spoken  in  Moscow  of  a  move 
to  Kieff  In  order  to  fix  their  domina- 
tion clearly  In  this  new  field.  It  may. 
therefore,  be  taken  as  likely  that  be- 
fore long  they  and  their 'system  will 
control  all  Russia  from  the  Baltic  to 
as  far  south  of  Kieff  as  the  Allies  will 
let  them  penetrate.  This  is  the  form 
of  Russian  consolidation  that  Is  likely 
to  take  place. 

In  Petrograd 

In  Petrograd  it<  appears  there  is  to 
the  outward  eye  more  order  than  has 
reigned  for  long  months.  It  Is,  how- 
ever, much  the.  same  order  as  obtains 
in  Pompeii.  The  city  is  in  moral  ruin 
and  on  the  way«to  being  a  physical 
one.  The  Nevski  Prospekt  and  all  the 
principal  streets  are  filthy  and  un- 
cared  for.  Many  buildings  have  been 
boarded  up.  In  the  streets  no  one  is 
to  be  seen  but  children  and  men  in 
dirty,  unkempt  clothing,  with  the  sole 
exception  of  those  wealthy  Germanic

These  latter,  to.  whose  class,  as  is 
known,  Trotsky  himself  belongs,  are 
the  only  ones  to  have  obtained  gen- 
eral Immunity  from  the  massacres 
and  exactions  of  the  Bolshevists. 
Some  few  were  arrested  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  "Terror."  but  were  after- 
wards released.  Their  money  is  more 
powerful  today  than  it  was  even  under 
the  Tsar's  regime,  and  they  go  clothed 
as  they  please  and  live  as  they  please. 

While  Trotsky  officially  placards  his 
hatred  of  capitalism,  capital  turns  all 
the  wheels  in  Petrograd,  and  anything 
ean  be  done  or  obtained,  almost,  for 
money,  provided  that  a  certain  amount 
of  murder  and  pillage  Is  permitted  to 
the  Red  Guards.  It  now  costs  £40  to, 
have  a  letter  delivered  to  anyone  at  a 
prison,  and  this  Is  a  fair  example  of 
the  universal  scale  of  bribery.     f 

Nearly  everybody  in  Petrograd  has 
got  a  false  passport  proclaiming  him 
as  a  manual  worker  of  some  type  or 
other.  This  is  the  only  safeguard 
against  arrest,  which  means  the  dis- 
bursing of  huge  sums  of  money  to  be 
freed,  and  may  mean  death.  A  sort 
of  census  was  recently  rrtade  dividing 
the  population  Into  four  classes — vis., 
heavy  workers,  brain  workers  in  the 
Soviet  and  kindred  offices,  the  lesser 
bourgeois,    and    the    "arch-bourgeois." 

Of  the  last  only  about  3,000  are 
classified,  as  the  designation  is  so 
dangerous  and  their  numbers  will 
steadily  decrease  as  they  receive  false 
papers  from  one  or  other  of  the  recog- 
nized purveyors,  who  are  leagued  with 
the  Soviet  delegates. 
1 — Secret  executions  


he  er  Stnevteff  did  the  other  day.  half 
bitterly.  Bait  sardonically,  ■»  m 
dead,  but  no  one  dare  come  to  bury 
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No  one. knows  how  many  are  In  the 
prisons,  and  executions  take  place 
methodically  among  those  who  cannot 
buy  themselves  out.  The  chief  vic- 
tims are  Army  officers. 

There  Is  a  fort  of  Jacobin  Court, 
which  meets  in  a  street  now  infamous 
in  Russian  ears — the  Gorokhovaia,  or 
"Street  of  Peas."  The  chief  judge  is 
an  obese  Jewess,  with  oiled  locks,  who 
lolls  on  the  seat,  while  all  around  her 
press  a  crew  of  Soviet  delegates,  and 
especially  of  more  or  less  self-desig- 
nated members  of  the  "Extraordinary 
Committee  for  Fighting  the,  "Counter- 
Revolution,  Speculation  and  Sabot- 
age." 

This  woman  nominally  condemns 
Ave  or  six  officers  per  day,  but  how 
many  deaths  occur  in  •  the  prisons 
really  no  one  knows.  Among  those 
Imprisoned  are  the. Grand  Duks  Ser- 
gius,  Constantino,  Paul,  Alexander  and 
the  literary  Grand  Duke  Nicholas. 
Arrests  are  made  at  the  sweet  will  of 
any  Soviet  delegates  or  group  of  sol- 
diers. 

AU  the  spies  of  the  old  Imperial 
regime  are  now  in  Trotsky's  service, 
along  with  a  new  and  diabolically  effi- 
cient group  who  always  can  obtain 
access  to  him.  Denunciations  by  tele- 
phone are  very  common.  An  anony- 
mous person  rings  up  the  'Gorok- 
hovaia and  declares  that  a  given  in- 
dividual is  an  enemy  of  the  Soviet, 
and  the  name  is  entered  in  a  book  for 
arrest  immediately.  The  families  of 
those  arrested,  unless  they  can  bribe, 
remain  In  Ignorance  of  the  where- 
abouts of  those  carried  off. 

Some  unfortunate  women  whose 
husbands  have  been  arrested  have 
later  received  a  letter  which,  on  being 
opened,  contained  the  phrase,  "You 
may  consider  yourself  a  widow."  All 
food  Is  practically  reserved  for  the 
soldiers  of  Trotsky's  army.  There 
have  been  established  by  him  eating- 
houses  In  different  districts  of  Petro- 
grad, but  none  dare  enter  there  with- 
out running  the  risk  of  arrest  if  his 
appearance  displeases  those  In  charge. 
Peasants  smuggle  pieces  of  bread 
and  some  potatoes  to  the  cowed  popu- 
lation that  stays  hermetically  at  home. 
But  even  there  there  Is  no  safety,  as 
the  soldiers  may  enter  ony  house  and 
do  there  as  they  please.  Furniture 
has  been  nationalised  (sic)  by  a  de- 
cree of  Trotsky,  and  may  be  seized  by 
them  at  will.  No  piece  of  furniture 
may  be  moved  from  a  house  or  flat 
without  the  permission  of  one  of  the 
usual  Soviet  delegates. 

War  on  Religion 
As  might  be  expected,  open  war  has 
been  declared  upon  all  forms  of  re- 
ligion. Trotsky  has  given  great  atten- 
tion to  the  schools,  whither  carts  of 
his  army  rations  are  sent  regularly,  so 
that  the  starving  population  will  be 
sure  to  send  the  children  there,  where 
food  awaits  them.  In  all  the  schools 
have  been  organised  compulsory  les- 
sons, beginning  with  the  youngest 
children,  to  train  them  in  the  non- 
existence of  a  Divine  being.  The 
courses  are  pompously  termed  "Athe- 
ism courses."  / 

A  tax  has  been  established  upon 
loons,  the  sacred  Images  of  the  Rus- 
sian church.  Divorce  and  marriage 
have  been  made  a  matter  of  It  min- 
utes before  some  vague  official  In  the 
Soviet  offices  designated  for  the  pur- 
pose. Incompatibility  of  temper  se- 
cures divorce. 

While  torture  is  consolidating  his 
regime,  Trotsky,  who  Is  much  more 
the  dominating  factor  than  Lenin,  is 
living  in  luxury,  guarded  by  Chinese 
and  Lettish  troops,  at  Moscow,  in  the 
Kremlin.  He  frequently  takes  Jour- 
neys, however,  on  his  special  train, 
which  an  officer  who  recently  saw  It 
described  to  me  as  being  composed  of 
16  carriages.  As  he  may  In  the  course 
of  a  Journey  have  to  live  in  the  train, 
one  carriage  Is  piled  with  flour  bags, 
Another  with  all  manner  of  other  pro- 
visions. In  the  centre  is  a  saloon-car 
— where  he  receives  visitors— and  also 
his  sleeping  ear.  Both  are  the  ex- 
Tsar's  cars,  and  are  maintained  In  the 
utmost  magnificence.  Trucks  are  run 
at  each  end,  and  sometimes  In  the 
centre  of  the  train,  on  which  are 
mounted  light  artillery  and  machine 
guns  manned  by  Chinese  and  Letts. 

There  are  two  engines,  each  carry- 
ing a  guard  with  a  machine  gun.  The 
remaining  carriages  hold  Trotsky's 
suite  and  more,  Chinese  Praetorians. 
The  train  Is  also  used  by  Lenin  and 
Zlnovleff,  Trotsky's  Viceroy  at  Petro- 
grad. These  precautions  indicate  a 
certain  distrust  on  his  part. 

In  Moscow  and  Petrograd  It  Is  uni- 
versally believed,  and  by  Trotsky  fear- 
ed, that  the  Allies  are  on-  the  point  of 
organising  an  expedition  against  him. 
There  have  been  numerous  reports  of 
landings  at  Reval  and  of  action  from 
the  M urman  coast,  which  have  dis- 
quieted him.  He  and  the  other  two  ot 
the  triumvirate,  Lenin  and  Zlnovieft*. 
have  all  got  false  passports  In  ease  of 
disaster.  Thaw  noshing  develops,  and 
they  breathe  agala,  saying,  as 


Trotsky's  Army 

He  is  t Organising  bis  troops  an 
steadily  as  be  can.  Apparently  be  has 
between  109,000  and  200,000  fairly 
reliable  men.  besides  his  bodyguard  of 
5,000  Chinese  and  0,000  or  7,000  Letts. 

Genera*!  Baraky.  an  ex-general  of 
the  Imperial  Army,  has  been  made  the 
commander  df  the  Bolshevist  forces  at 
the  huge  salary  of  £100  or  more  a  day. 
The  munition  factories  have  been  set 
to  work  again,  and  Trotsky  is  think- 
ing of  an  army  in  millions  for  the 
Spring.  There  is  no  escaping,  at  least 
In  the  cities  and  the  towns.  The  alter- 
native before  men  Is  Join  or  starve. 

In  his  way  his  rule  is  more  iron- 
natod  than  the  old  Imperial  regime. 
He  has  declared  among  his  intimates 
that  If  the  Allies  made  an  attack  on 
Petrograd  this  Winter  he  would  be 
obliged  to  evacuate  It  and  defend  Mos- 
cow, but  If  they  left  It  Ull  the  Spring 
he  would  defend  Petrograd.  At  the 
same  time  he  Is  undoubtedly  of  opin- 
ion that  the  best  defence  Is  attack,  and 
he  Is  today  projecting  what  he  regards 
as  the  first  Bolshevist  offensive'  out- 
side his  own  territory  in  the  shape  of 
the  seizure  of  half  the  Polish  towns 
and  the  countryside  of  Lithuania.  The 
Poles  here,  on  their  part,  will  most 
probably  go  to  Vilna's  relief  if  they 
can  muster  enough  material  of  war. 
This  must  depend  largely,  however,  on 
the  date  of  the  arrival  of  General 
Haller  and  his  men  from  France. 

A  further  Bolshevist  '  advance  is 
notified  today,  Pinak  having  fallen 
into  their  '  hands  according  to  the 
testimony  of  the  fugitives.  This  points 
to  a  move  on  Bfest-Lltovsk,  where 
Trotsky  would  undoubtedly  like  to 
meet  the  Germans  again  and  talk  In 
another' tone. 

Germans  are  reported  to  have  blown 
up  the  bridge  between  Biala  and  Lu- 
kow.  The  Germans  are  leaving  the 
Ukraine,  throwing  away  their  rifles, 
and  in  many  cases  even  going  off  on 
foot,  where  no  trains  are  available. 
Ten  thousand  of  them,  with  their  gen- 
erals and  other  appurtenances,  are 
still  in  Kieff,  which  is  tranquil,  though 
all  around  Bolshevism  is  boiling. 

All  fugitives  agree  that  there  is  an 
extraordinary  faith  in  the  Allies  in 
Russia  in  all  classes.  .Soldiers  and 
peasants  who  hope  for  a  return  to 
civilized  life — and  there  are  thousands 
— say,  "We  trusted  In  God  and  the 
Emperor  and  the  Allies.  God  punishes 
us.  The  Emperor  has  left  us.  Only 
the  Allies  are  left.  If  they  don't  come 
the   Anti-Christ  will."

The  nephew  of  an  ex-Russian  am- 
bassador to  Great  Britain  told  me  yes- 
terday that  he  escaped  only  three 
weeks  ago  from  near  Betrograd,  and 
that  during  his  dangerous  journey  he 
met  brother  officers,  shaken  men  with- 
out any  nerves,  who  told  him  that 
comrades  of  theirs  had  been  stripped, 
hung  head  downwards  from  trees,  and 
that  Trotsky's  Sends  had  then  begun 
to  flay  them  alive.  This  occurred  near 
the  town  of  PskofT.  i 

All  this  hldeousness  is  now  spread- 
ing southward  into  Trotsky's  new 
colonies  of  Podolia  and  Volhynia.  I 
have  seen  numbers  of  persons  who 
have  Just  fled  from  these  provinces. 

In  Volhynia  ex-officers  who  were 
trying  to  reach  Poland  were  taken 
and  stripped,  their  limbs  broken  one 
after  the  other  with  blows  from  ham- 
mers or  rifles,  their  teeth  beaten  in, 
their  tongues  pulled  out,  and  their 
palpitating  bodies  then  thrown  on  the 
snow.  A  man  of  distinguished  family 
and  education,  who  had  seen  this  ter- 
rible sight,  gave  me  these  details. 

Let  those  who  talk  of  Russia  being 
left  to  settle  her  own  affairs  realize 
what  it  means  to  remove  even  the  dis- 
tant restraint  of  the  Allied  forces  from 
Murman.

THE  PILGRIM'S  WAY 

By  A  Correspondent  In 
The  Ixnulon  Times 


Among  the  prophets  there  have  al- 
ways been  some  students  of  geography 
and  these  draw  maps  for  posterity. 
The  Beer  of  Bedford  was  a  geograph- 
er; and  never  has  there  been  a  time 
when  mankind  could  with  greater 
profit  study  his  map  than  now,  when 
our  journey  leads  us  Into  the  unknown 
future  which  we  enter  through  the 
passes  of  the  New  Tear. 

That  map  will  show  ue  the  precise 
spot  which  we  have  now  reached, 
clearly,  beyond  doubt.  For  63  months 
our  road  has  lain  across  a  land  of 
horror,  such  as  no  crusaders  have 
before     trodden:      a     wilderness     of 


drought,  with  a  soil  of  quaking  mire, 
"leprous  and  kneaded  up  with  blood,"  , 
over  which  we  groped  our  way  be- 
tween pitiless  cliffs  that  shrouded  us 
in  gloom,  lit  from  time  to  time  by 
sheets  of  flame  and  crimson  smoke 
vomited  from  the  mouth  of  hell. 
Through  the  blackness  of  that  awful 
Valley  of  the  Shadow  of  Death,  haunt- 
ed by  Apollyon  and  his  evil  hosts,  we 
have  fought  our  way  to  the  farther 
end  which  we,  like  Christian,  reached 
at  daybreak.  That  is  where  we  stand 
now. 

The  tracings  of  the  map  show  us 
what  the  welcome  sunlight  showed  to 
Bunyan's  pilgrim,  that  this  latter  part 
of  the  valley  Is  more  perilous  than 
that  already  passed  through: 

"The  way  is  all  along  set  so  full  of 
snares,  traps,  gins  and  nets  here,  and 
so  full  of  pits,  pitfalls,  deep  holes  and 
shelvings  down  there,  that,  had  it  now 
been  dark  as  It  was  when  Christian 
came  the  first  part  of  the  way,  had  he 
had  a  thousand  souls,  they  had  In 
reason  been  cast  away." 

The  careful  marking*  of  the  map 
should  make  all  pilgrims  forewarned 
and  forearmed.  Have  we  not  already 
found  that  we  must  pick  our  way 
warily  through  traps  strewn  thickly 
along  our  road?— the  traps  and  gins 
of  false  insinuations,  of  lying  propa- 
ganda, set  by  the  enemy  to  cause  dis- 
trust and  rivalries*  among  the  pil- 
grims; the  pitfalls  dug  by  sloth  and 
Inaccuracy  for  hasty  feet;  the  nets 
woven  of  ambiguous  phrases  and  for- 
mulae by  windy  theorists;  and  the 
shelvings  down  which  high  aspira- 
tions may  slip  and  disappear  into  the 
gulf  of  race  selfishness  and  greed? 
Are  not  all  these  snares  set  for  the 
destruction  of  the  nations  under  the 
direction  of  the  giant,  whose  cave  lies 
at  the  end  of  thecvalley.  Giant  Maul. 
"who  did  use  to  spoil  young  pilgrims 
w'th  sophistry,"  and  who  assuredly 
means  to  try  to  brain  the  delegates  to 
the  Peace  Conference  with  his  bloody 
club  ? 

There  is  yet  another  matter  of  direc- 
tion In  which  the  Seer's  map  may 
guide  us.  Many  of  our  crusaders  hope 
that,  when  once  they  are  clear  of  the 
dark  valley,  their  path  will  Immedi- 
ately lead  them  to  the  New  Jerusalem. 
As  they  march  they  alng: 


All  the  past  we  leave  behind. 

We  debouch  upon. a  newer,  mightier 

world,  varied  World. 
Fresh  and  strong  the  world  we  seize, 

world  of  laboa  and  the  march,' 
Pioneers!     O  Pioneers! 

If  the  map  t>e  correct,  these  pioneers 
must  learn  patience,  must  postpone, 
their  j  expectations,  until  they  have 
been  subjected  to  trial.  Thert 
is  onty  one  town  shown  on  the  map 
In  this  part  of  our  route,  I.e.,  the  Town 
of  Vanity,  lying  on  the  near  aide  of 
the  little  hill  of  Lucre.  Through  this 
town  all  pilgrims  must  pass,  for  there 
.their  motives  and  plans,  their  faith 
and  endurance  must  undergo  a  fiery 
test  before  they  can  escape  from  the 
town  and  reach  the  Delectable  Moun- 
tains, it  will  be  among  the  garden*, 
orchards,  vineyards  and  fountains 
which  smile  upon  these  mountain 
slopes  that  we  shall  find  sites  for  our 
garden  cities;  our  expectation  for  the 
glorious  future. 

Meanwhile,  before  ploneara  and 
rearwardmen  alike,  the  Immediate 
problem  is  egress  through  the  final 
stage  of  the  Valley  of  the  Shadow  of 
Death.  .We  need,  after  the  example 
of  Christian,  in  besiege  Heaven  with 
prayers  for  safe  guidance;  so  that 
when,  In  the  later  months  of  1010,  the 
awful  valley  lies  behind  us,  every  pil- 
grim of  the  freed  nations  may  be  able 
to  sing  with'  Christian  : 

O  world  of  wonders.     (I  can  say  no 

left)! 
That   I  should   be   preserved   In   that 

distress  . 

That  I  have  met  with  here!    O  bless- 
ed be 
That  hand  that  from  It  hath  delivered 

me!

I  long  ago  reached  an 
age  when  the  convlvlalisro  of  life 
ceased  to  cut  any  figure  in  the  equa- 
tion of  my  desires  and  habits.  It  to 
the  never  failing  recourse  of  the  in- 
tolerant, however,  to  ascribe  an  indi- 
vidual, and  of  course  an  unworthy 
motive  to  contrawtoe  opinions,  and 
I  may  add  that  I  have  no  Interest, 
direct  or  Indirect,  and  never  have 
had,  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  In- 
toxicants. 

The  challenge  underlying  prohibi- 
tion to  twofold.

.  They  are  now  largely  In  evidence 
in  the  national  capital  and  in  the 
various  etate  capitals,  whereby  the 
recent  vote  in  the  Lower  House  of 
Congress  for  nationwide  prohibition. 
We  may  dismiss  the  professional 
monlster  of  the  Gospel  as.  if  not 
morally  a  negligible  quantity,  yet, 
substantially,  an  existent  fact,  exer- 
cising, on  account  of  his  matter  of 
course  character,  a  diminished  spirit- 
ual Influence.  History  indeed  will 
attest  that  the  priest  has  never  been 
a  leader  In  read  affairs  looking  to  hu- 
man progress,  but  rather  a  follower 
of  the  established  order.  "The  pro- 
fessional politician,  however,  is  a 
living  He.  He  Is,  as  a  rule,  the  in-/ 
carnation  of  all  that  Is  sordid  and 
servile  in  man.  His  busineee  in  Me 
is  to  outwit  the  Ignorant,  and,  where 
he  can,  to  circumvent  the  better  in- 
formed. 

The  public  press  has  become  large- 
ly his  accomplice.  It  has  almost 
ceased  to  possess  and  to  assert  opin- 
ions essentially  Its  own,  or  any  opin- 
ions inconsonant  to  what  he  con- 
ceives the  prevailing  drift.  It  is 
mainly  edited '  from  the  counting 
room,  so-called,  where  the  dollar 
mark  represents  the  supreme  being. 
That  Is  why  the  press  has  fallen  so 
low  In  the  popular  esteem. 

Would  Tell  Congress,  Begone 
There  being  no  Cromwell  to  stalk 
into  the  Hall  of  Representatives  and 
say,  "Begone,  you  lubbers!"  there 
probably  w/H  be  no  newspaper  to  tell 
the  Congress  Just  what  it  is:  An  om- 
nium gatherum  of  nobodies,  of  Intel- 
lectual noodles  and  nondescripts, 
reported  by  this  nincompoop  meas- 
ure of  cowardly  self-abasement. 

It  Is  ominous,  but  there  seems  no 
popular  reason— certainly  no  popular 
outcry.  Do  we  degenrate?  Are  we 
mentally  or  wilfully  dense?  "In  a 
nation  of  blind  men."  we  are  told, 
"the  one-eyed  man  Is  king."  In  a 
nation  of  undiscrlminsting  voters  the 
noise  of  the  agitator  is  to  drown  the 
voice  of  the  statesmen.  We  have 
been  teaching  everybody  to  read,  no- 
body to  think,  and.  as  a  consequence 
— the  rule  of  number's  the  hvw  of  the 
land — party  Ism  and  populism  in  the 
saddle — legislation,  state  and  federal, 
becomes  largely  a  matter  of  riding 
to  hounds  and  horns. 

I  know  full  well  how  philosophy, 
seeking  to  tesoh  by  •  example,  is 
whistled  down  the  wind  of  popular 
Indifference  and  incredulity.  But  I 
also  knbw  that  "Pee-pul."  so  limpid 
on  the  tongue  of  the  politician,  U 
measurably  an#  collectively — not  *-o 
put  too  line  a  point  upon  It — an  ass. 
Fears  World  Is  "Going  to  the  Dogs'* 
I  am  not  writing  to  convince— still 
1ms  to  educate— anybody.  It  Is  a 
world  of  sin,  disease  and  death.  Per- 
manently nothing  can  Changs  or  cure 
it.  Twice  It  has  gone  to  the  dogs. 
May  It  not  be  a  third  time-  on  the 
way?  Assuming  that  the  life  of  na- 
tions is  mortal,  even  as  Is  the  Ufa  of 
man — In  all  things  of  growth  and 
decline  assimilating  hah  not  pur 
world  resched  the  top  of  the  accliv- 
ity, and,  pausing  for  a  moment,  may 
it  not  be  about  to  take  the  downward 
■  course  into  another  sbysf  of  cottasos 
I  and  oblivion! 


The  miracles  of  electricity,  the  last 
word  of  science — what  la  left  for  man 
to  do?  With  wireless  telegraphy,  the 
airplane  and  the  automobile  annihil- 
ating time  and  space,  what  else? 
Turning  frqm  the  material  to  the 
ethical,  it  seems  of  the  very  nature 
of  the  human  species  to  meddle  and 
muddle.  On  every  hand  we  see  the 
organisation  of  societies  for  making 
men  and  women  over  again  according 
to  certain  fantastlo  Images  existing 
in  the  minds  of  the  promoters.  "Mon 
Dleu!"  exclaimed  the  visiting  French- 
man. "Fifty  religions  and  only  one 
soul!"  Since  both  the  souls  and  the 
religions  have  multiplied  until  there 
is  scarce  a  culinary  or  moral  concep- 
tion which  has  not  some  sect  or  club 
to  represent  it.  The  uplift  is  the  key- 
note to  these.  It  Is  a  disease,  and  at 
least  the  Lower  House  of  Congress 
has  caught  it.

The  Christian  in  Relation  to  Himself 


(By  the  Rev.  Edward  Last) 


'Take  heed  unto  thyself"  (1  Tin. 
lv.  14).  There  are  In  the  mJnds  of 
MR  many  Idea*  as  to  what'  consti- 
tutes a.  Christians  and  as  many  con- 
captions,  of  the  life  the  Christians 
■hould  live.  My  purpose  Is  not  to  add 
to  that  number  any  view  of  jny  own, 
but  rather  to  find  out  and  present  the 
Haw  Testament  conception.  It  U  re- 
corded that  in  a  Clyde  shipyard  two 
men  were  discussing  a  piece  of  work 
that  had  been  given  out,  and  the  man 
doing*  the  work,  and  who  had  been 
charged  by  the  others  with  doing-  it 
incorrectly,  silenced  his  opponent  by, 
easing.  "I'm  going  by  the  book."  He 
had  the  directions  written  down,  and 
was  going  by  them. 

Going  by  the  Pattern 

In  considering  the  subject,  "The 
Christian  According  to  the  New  Testa- 
ment Pattern,"  we  shall  ask,  What  does 
the  New  Testament  say  about  tbe  mat- 
ter? We  shall  go  by  the  book.  We 
have  an  Infallible  book.  It  is  given  us 
not  only  to  show  the  way  of  salvation, 
but  to  be  a  guide  to  believer*,  to  show,, 
the  life  we  4ire  expected  to  live  and  how 
to  live  it;  and  the  one  who  seeks  to 
obey  Its  behests  and  follow  Its  counsel 
Is  the  Christian  according  to  New  Tes- 
tament pattern. 

Let  us  consider  the  Christian's  per- 
sonal life.  What  is  a  Christian?  Not 
simply  one  born  in  a  Christian  land  or 
of  Christian  parent*.  Not  one  who 
adopts  a  certain  creed,  but  one  who 
trusts  Christ  as  Saviour  and  follows 
Him  as  Lord.  The  disciples  were  first 
called  Christians  at  Antioch  (Acts  xl. 
26).  New  Testament  Christianity  be- 
gins in  repentance  towards  Cod  and 
faith  In  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Many, 
however,  who  begin  the  Christian  life 
do  not  make  much  progress  in  It.  It 
to  possible  to  start  as  Christians  and 
yet  not  live  out  the  life  in  a  way 
glorifying  unto  Ood.  Thus  we  shall 
do  well  to  attend  to  the  words,  "Take 
heed  unto  thyself." 

The  Christian  should  grow — "grow  In. 
grace"  (2  Peter  ill.  18);  not  "  unto 
grace.  Some  speak  and  act  as  if  they 
could" by  striving  grow  into  a  state  of 
grace,  whereas  we  must  be  In  grace 
before  we  can  grow — grow  not  Into  a 
Christian,  but  as  a  Christian.      To  do 


again  I  say,  "Rejoice"  (Phll.lv.  4).    In 
this  matter,  "Take  heed  unto  thyself." 

The  Christian  life  Should  be  victor- 
ious. The  Christian's  life  Is  one  of 
conflict:,  but  it  need'  nofbe  one  of  de- 
feat. Ood  has  said.  "Sin  shall  not  have 
dominion  over  you" -(Romans  vl.  14), 
and  the  Apostle  Paul  was  able  to  write 
"Thanks  be  to  Ood.  which  giveth  us 
the  victory  through' our  •  Lord  Jesus 
Christ"  (I  Cor.  xv.  87). 

The  Christian  should  live  a  life  of 
self-control.  BtK  mastery,  .keeping 
the  body  under;  the  great  thing  being 
the  development  of  the  spiritual  life, 
keeping  down  anything  which  would 
hinder  spiritual  growth. 

The  Christian's  daily  walk.  "I  there- 
fore, the  prisoner  of  the  Lord,  beseech 
-you  that  y«  walk  worthy  of  the  voca- 
tion wherewith  ye  are  called"  (Eph. 
lv.  1). 

In  Humble  Dependence  on  God 

A  life  in  humble  dependence  upon 
God.  We  realise  that  only  as  we  are 
partakers  of  Divine  grace  can  we  do 
thla  It  means  relying  upon  God  for 
the  small  things,  until  It  becomes  a 
habit  to  trust  Him  for  the  greater. 

A  life  In'  constant  communion  with 
,  God.  practising  the  continual  realiza- 
tion of  the  presence  of  God.  What  a 
wonderful  effect  such  a  habit  has  upon 
our  lives — not  only  restraining  us  front 
the  commission  of  evil,  but  constrain- 
ing us  to  the  doing  of  good.  "Bring- 
ing into  captivity  every  thought  to  the 
obedience  of  Christ"  (2  Cor.  x.  S),  Who 
can  estimate  the  value  of  a  sanctified 
Imagination?  or  the  curse  of  an 
Imagination  that  Is  tainted  and  dis- 
eased? Let  your  mind  dwell  upon  the 
things  of  God.  "Whatsoever  things 
are  true,  whatsoever  things  are  hon- 
est, whatsoever  things  are  Just,  what- 
soever things  are  lovely,  whatsoever 
things  are  of  good  report,  if  there  be 
any  virtue,  and  if  there  be  any  praise, 
think  of  these  things"  (Phil.  lv.  8). 

A  life  in  unwearied  service  for  God. 
"With  goodwill  doing  service,  as  to  the 
Lord  and  not  to  men"  (Eph.  vi.  7). 
Serving  the  Lord  in  the  dally  duties  as 
well  as  In  those  matters  we  reckon 
more  sacred.  Not  dividing  our  time  as 
far  as  be  is  concerned.

this  we  must  go  according  to  the  plan 
and  purpose  of  God:  "Wherefore,  lay-

linked   to   the   Divine  Strength 

The  Christian  should  be  strong — "Be 
ye  strong  in  the  Lord  and  the  power  of 
His  might'  (Eph.  vl.  10).  "Be  strong 
In  the  grace  that  is  In  Christ  Jesus"  (2 
Tim  11.  1).  "Stand  fast  In  the  faith, 
quit  you  like  men,  be  strong"  (1  Cor. 
xvL  It). 

One  can  see  the  importance  of  this. 
Only  as  we  are  strong  can  we  resist  the 
germs  of  disease  all  round  us,  and  the 
same  applies  In  the  spiritual  realm.  It 
la  only  as  we  are  strong  that  we  can 
do  active  service.  Strength  and  heroic 
deeds  are  linked  together  In  God's 
Word.  "The  people  that  do  know  their 
God  shall  be  strong  and  do  exploits" 
(Dan.  xl.  12). 

The  Christian  should  be  Joyful.  I 
cannot  attempt  to  turn  to  all  the  pas- 
sages which  enforce  this.  It  Is  not  a 
flippant  merriment,  but  Joy  in  the  Lord. 
This  does  not  need  the  stimulus  of  the 
world's  pleasures.  The  believer  can 
have  Joy  In  the  midst  of  trial  and 
tribulations.  We  read  of  tho  early  dis- 
ciples that  "they  went  forth  from  the 
presence  of  the  council,  rejoicing  that 
they  were  counted  worthy  to  suffer  for 
His  name"  (Acts  v.  41).  And  Paul, 
writing  from  his  dungeon  In  Rome, 
says,  "Rejoice  In  the  Lord  always;   and 


In  service  which  Thy  will  appoints 
There  are  no  bonds  for  me. 

My  Inmost  heart  is  taught  the  truth 
That  makes  Thy  people  free. 

A  life  of  self  -renouncing  love 
Is  one  of  liberty. 

The  Christian's  constant  aim.  The 
glory  of  God  must  be  the  main  object 
of  the  Christian's  life.  "Take  heed 
unto  thyself"  does  not  mean  the  selfish 
looking  after  number  one.  The  Apostle 
Paul  kept  self  in  the  background,  "Not 
seeking  my  own  profit,  but  the  profit 
of  many  that  they  maybe  saved"  (I 
Cor.  x.  *8).  Too  frequenly  we  hear 
people,  even  those  who  are  Christians, 
say,  "I  shall  please  myself  about  that." 
but  this  is  not  the  Christian  spirit,  be- 
cause It  is  not  tbe  Spirit  of  Christ 
"Let  every  one  of  us  please  his  neigh- 
bor for  his  good  to  edification.  For 
even  Christ  pleased  not  Himself  (Rom. 
xv.  2,  3). 

"Ye  ought  to  walk  to  please  God"  (1 
These,  iv.  1).-  The  daily  walk  should 
be  In  constant  fellowship  with  God,  and 
well  pleasing  to  Him.  "And  Enoch 
walked  with  God.  and  he  was  not,  for 
the  Lord  took  him"  (Gen.  v.  24).  "Be- 
fore his  translation  he  had  this  testi- 
mony that' he  pleased  God"  (Heb.  xl. 
5).  Am  I  pleasing  God?  should  be 
the  first  thought  In  every  believer's 
mind.  ... 

How  to  Please  God 

That  should  be  a  test  question  at  all 
time.  "Whatever,  therefore,  ye  eat  or 
drink,  or  whatsoever  ye  do,  do  all  to 
the  glory  of  God"  (1  Cor„x.  II).  Every- 
thing ought  to  be  submitted  to  this  text 
by  the  Christian— drinking  of  Intoxi- 
cating drink,  card-playing,  theatre- 
going,  dancing,  dress,  recreation,  read- 
ing. The  Shorter  Catechism  does  but 
Interpret  the  whole  spirit  of  the  New 
Testament  when  It  says  that  "Men's 
chief  end  is  to  glorify  God  and  to  en- 
Joy  Him  for  ever."  There  Is  a  close 
connection  between  the  two.  What  a 
source     of  enjoyment     God  Is?      We 
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of  uw  ague- 
tie  spirit  who  enjoys  the*  beauties  ef 
Nature  and  the  works  of  art;  of  the 
epicure  who  enjoys  his  food;  ef  the 
musician  who  enjoys  the  great  crea- 
tions of, master  musicians;  of  the 
sportsman  who  enjoys  his  sport.  The 
believer  may  enjoy  God,  not  simply  the 
things  of  God.  but  God  himself.  We 
can  /enjoy  Mlm  when  things  are  ab- 
sent. We  listen  to  some  great  preacher 
and  say:  '1  enjoyed  that  sermon";  or. 
after  a  service  lh  which  -praise,  prayer, 
and  message  have  lifted  us  heavenward, 
we  say:  "I  enjoyed  that  service**;  or 
again,  with  some  kindred  spirit  we  talk 
of  things  dear  to  each,  and,  ilka  the 
disciples  on  the  way  to  Emmaeus.  we 
have  felt  the  heart  glow,  and  as  we 
have  bidden  each  other  good-bye  we 
have  said:  "How  I  have  enjoyed  that 
talk."  j 

It  Is  well  that  wa  can  find  enjoy- 
ment in  the  things  of  God,  but  better 
stil  It  hat  we  can  find  enjoyment  In  God 
•Himself,  even  when  the  things  are  ab- 
sent When  there  Is  no  great  preacher, 
and  even  when  there  Is  no  preacher  at 
all,  when  we  cannot  Join  In  the  ser- 
vices of  God's  house,  and  even  when 
we  cannot  have  sweet  converse  with 
some  friend,  then  we  can  enjoy  God. 
"Anywhere  With  Jesus'*  * 

Samuel  Rutherford,  writing  from  his 
prison,  which  he  calls  "Christ's  palace 
In  Aberdeen,"  says,  "I  sat  and  thought 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  until  every  stone  In 
my  prison  house  glowed  like  a  ruby." 
John  Wesley,  In  his  diary,  tells  of  John 
Nelson,  sn  early  Methodist,  thrust  Into 
a  horrible  dungeon  for  Christ's  sake, 
who  could  say:  'When  I  came  Into  the 
dungeon,  whks  hstank  worse  than  a 
hog's  stye,  by  reason  of  the  blood  and 
filth  than  ran  Into  it  from  a  slaughter- 
house above,  my  soul  was  so  filled  with 
the  love  of  God  that  It  was  a  paradise 
to  me."  Those  who  glorify  God  enjoy 
Him.  If  we  are  not '  living  In  close 
communion,  how  can  we  glorify  Him? 

The  Christian  who  Is  not  glorifying 
God,  while  bis  eternal  salvation  may  be 
sure.  Is  losing  much  on  his  way  to 
heaven.  The  workman  lays  aside  his 
tool,  which  Is  not  serviceable,  and  the 
writer  his  pen,  which  does  not  write 
well.  Thus  the  Apostle  Paul  wrote, 
"But  I  keep  under  my  foody,  and  bring 
it  Into  subjection,  lest  that  by  any 
means  when  I  have  preached  to  others, 
I  myself  should  be  a  castaway"  (1  Cor. 
lv.  27).  I  do  not  think  he  feared  that 
he  would  be  lost.  He  believed  in  final 
perseverance,  and  could  say:  "I  know 
whom  I-  have  believed,  and  am  per- 
suaded that  He  Is  able  to  keep  that 
which  I  have  committed  unto  Him 
against  that  day  (2  Tim.  1.  12).  What 
he  feared  was  that  he  might  be  re- 
jected from  service,  "not  approved."  as 
the  Revised  Version  has  It  Cast  upon 
the  scrap  heap  as  far  as  usefulness  is 
concerned. 

Take  heed  unto  thyself.  This  is  the 
Christian  life.  So  many  are  only 
touching  the  fringe  of  it  Let  us  seek 
to  live  the  life  which  Is  life  indeed. 
Count  the  coat,  and  then  we  shall  find 
that  cost  what  It  will,  It  Is  worth  while 
to  be  out  and  out  for  God. 


COLONIAL  RULE 

BY  THE  GERMANS 


"The  White  Paper  that  has  just  been 
Issued  setting  forth  the  attitude  of  the 
natives  of  the  German  colonies  as  to 
their  future  government  is  a  highly 
Illuminating  document"  says  The 
Glasgow  Herald. 

"The  natives  of  the  German  colonies 
are  not  yet  certain  as  to  the  ultimate 
disposition  of  these  territories.  They 
have  as  yet  had  no  assurance  that  can 
seem  to  them  "beyond  a  peradventure' 
that  they  will  not  find  themselves  once 
again  under  the  German  heel.  Their 
opinions  as  to  the  comparative  merits 
of  German  and  of  British  rule  can  be 
taken  not  only  as  spontaneous,  but  as 
the  emphatic  expression  of  an  attitude 
which  must  not  be  lost  sight  of  In  the 
final  settlement 

-  Wholehearted  Condemnation 

"By  their  wholehearted  condemna- 
tion of  German  rule,  these  helpless 
peoples  have  given  strong  hostages  to 
fortune  and  made  a  strong  appeal  to  us 
for  a  protection  which  we  dare  not 
withhold.  The  German  colonies  are 
not  things  to  'bargain'  with.  They  are 
in  a  higher  category  than  that  of  terri- 
torial 'conquest'  They  are  a  sacred 
trust  held  by  us  on  behalf  of  the 
populations  whom  we  have  delivered 
from  the  most  devastatlngly  inhuman 
form  of  rule  ever  extended  over  tropi- 
cal races. 

"The  particular  reasons  given  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  various  colonies  for 
desiring  permanent  release  from  Ger- 
man rule  are  categorical  and  explicit 
In  Samoa  that  rule  was  associated  with 
Injustice  and  chotempt  In  Togoland 
It  took  on  the  darker  hues  of  cruelty 
and  robbery.  As  for  Southwest  Africa, 
it  is  hard  to  Imagine  any  regime  that 
would  not  be  preferable  to  that  which 
organised  a  battue  of  the  wreetched 
Hereros  and  Hottentota  But  In  each 
case  we  have  not  only  the  unanswer- 
able indictment  of  German  administra- 
tion, but  a  unanimous  testimony  to  the 
contrasting  benefits  which  have  al- 
ready been  experienced  under  the 
provisional  administration  of  the 
British. 

"The  contrast  Is  not  merely  the  ad- 
ventitious one  between  the  German 
trader  and  the  British  trader.  The 
British  trader  has  not  always  proved  a 
saint  but  the  worst  of  his  secret  mal- 
practices was  never  half  so  bad  as  the 
things  the  German  0(1)0181"  did  openly 
and  With  full  sanction  from  headquar- 
ters. The  German  system  was  one  of 
systematic  and  Inhuman  exploitation. 
The  British  system  Is  one  of  protection 
and  of  progressive  development  The 
aim  of  one  was  simply  raw  material. 
The  other  alms  at  a  human  product 
— a  healthier,  happier,  freer,  better 
behaved  type  of  the  native  In- 
habitant 

"One  of  the  chiefs  of  the  Hereros,  in 
words  which  may  be  taken  as  a  sum- 
mary of  all  the  statements,  declared — 
To  give  this  country  back  to  tbe  Ger- 
mans Is  like  consigning  us  to  the  grave. 
We  had  no  peace  under  the  Germans, 
bat  we  know  now  what  peace  la* 
Another  leader  of  the  same  race  said  I 
Tt  this  country  Is  to  be  given  back  to 
the  Germans,  I  wish  to  leave  for  the 
Union  of  South  Africa,  even  if  I  have 
to  walk  the  whole  way.  I  want  to  leave 
In  advance  of  the  British  troops,  ag  I 
know  what  Is  In  store  for  us  If  the 
German  soldiers  come  back.  That  will 
bt  the  end  4f  the  Hereros."  . 


"A  statement  signed  by  eight  chiefs 
of  the  same  race  says:  If  the  British 
refuse  to  take  us,  we  will  run  away  by 
ourselves,  and  we  win  follow  the  troops 
of  the  British  Into  their  own  country.' 
In  seme  eases  natives  produced  Union 
Jacks,  which  had  bean  secretly  treas- 
ured In  their  tribe  for  generations 
since  their  forefathers  were  under 
British  rule.  The  White  Paper  will 
afford  valuable  guidance  for  the  reace 
Conference  as  to  the  future  of  the  Ger- 
man colonlea" 
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A  Visit  to  British  Columbia's  Library 
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(By  Maria  Lawson) 


la  ths  Provincial  Library  the  peo- 
ple of  this  Province  and  especially 
the  cjtlseaa  of  Victoria,  have  a 
means  of  education  of  treat  value, 
ulanclng  over  the  treasures  stored 
in  the  beautiful  new  building,  the 
visitor  of  mature  yeard,  has  a  feeling 
of  thankfulness,  pochsps.  not  quite 
with  something  akin  to 
that  the  youth  of  today  have 
the  opportunities  for  culture  which 
they  afford.     0 

Except  when  the  Legislature  is  in 
session  all  who  have  time  and  Incli- 
nation may  use  the  library.  Even 
during  those  weeks  visitors  are  usu- 
ally admitted,  in  the  forenoon.  In- 
formation asked  tpr  at  the  desk 
which  is  at  the  end  of  the  fine  en- 
trance and  books  required  are  given 
the  applicant  with  a  promptness  and 
courtesy  which  give  Uttle  hint  of  the 
labor  that  has  been  expended  In  ren- 
dering them  available.  Indeed,  the 
student  Is  often  led  to  Imagine  that 
■h#or  she  is  the,  only  person  to  whom 
tlm  lady  or  gentleman  in  charge  has 
'any  obligation. 

A  forenoon  .spent,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  a  member  of  the. staff,  shows 
that  it  has  required  an  enormous 
amount  of  labor,  not  bhly  to  select 
the  material  but  to  place  and  keep 
it  In  the  order  which  is  necessary 
that  it  may  be  used  with  the  least 
expenditure  of  time  and  effort. 

A  glass  cabinet  containing  an  orig- 
inal edition  of  the  First  and  of  the 
(Fourth  folios  of  the  plays  of  Shake- 
speare, and  of  the  works  of  some  of 
his  contemporaries,  a  copy  of  what 
■  is  known  as  the  Breeches;  Bible 
with  other  rare  volumes  and  engrav- 
ings is  seen  to  the  left  on  entering 
the  rotunda  of  the  library. 

In  the  beautiful  reading  room  all 
the  Provincial  newspapers,  leading 
dailies  from  other  Provinces  of  Can- 
ada and  representative  papers  from 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States 
are  on  the  polished  racks.  A  list 
of  the  contents  of  each  and  the  num- 
ber of  the  file  show  Just  what  papera 
there  and  exactly  where  each 
to  to  be  found.  Every 
>mlng  new  papers  are  pv.t  In  place 
the  old  ones  which,  in  many 
cages  are  preserved  for  reference. 
The  changes  are  mads  by  the  custo- 
dian of  the  reading  room  in  ah  ad- 
joining office.  To  the  reader  who 
is  accustomed  to  throw  a  paper 
aside  as  soon  as  read,  the  work  in- 
volved la  keeping  the  files  in  order 
seems,  perhaps,  .  an  easy  matter 
but  a  glance  j  over  the  rows  of 
smooth  fresh  sheets  with  the  racks 
and  holders  free  from  a  suspicion 
'  of  dust  tells  the  housewife  another 

Each  paper  as  it  comes  In 
is  duly  mdaaad  and  accurst*  accounts 
are  kepi  of  all  subscriptions.  To 
learn  ^something  of  this  phase 
of  library  v.wrk.  the  visiter  to  the 
reading  room  must'  descend  many 
flights  of  stairs  to  the  floor  where 
the  mall  is  received  and  distributed. 

It  is.  however,  far  more  pleasant 
to  choose  your.'  favorite  paper  and 
read  it  in  the  warm,  airy,  quiet 
room  than  to  think  about  the  labor 
'involved  in  keeping  the  papers  in 
perfect  order. 

In  the  racks  at  the  back  of  the 
room  and  on  tables  are  the  periodi- 
cals, weeklies,  monthlies  and  quar- 
terlies. Where  the  greatest  thinkers 
of  our  time  set  forth  their  views. 
*jl4»eral.  CsuservaUva^  Badsoal  with 
all  the  varying  shades  of  thought  be- 
tween and  beyond.  And  expression 
here  and  may  be  studied  by  all  who 
have  the  desire  and  the  capacity  to 
follow  them.*  A  few  hours  a  day  or 
even  a  week  spent  in  the  reading 
room  of  the  Provincial  Library  would 
tend  to  make  the  cltisen  more  in- 
telligent. Amusement  and  entertain- 
ment are.  however,  to  he  found 
among  the  periodicals  as  well  as  In- 
formation and  Intellectual  satisfac- 
tion. 

Across   the   hall   is   the   Reference 
room    lined    with    Dictionaries,    En- 
cyclopedias.   Anthologies    and    hun- 
'  drsds  of  other  volumes  In  which  the 
student  may  obtain  exact  knowledge 
on    a   multitude  of   subjects.     Quiet 
.  and  care  In  handling  are  the  unwrlt- 
-  tea   but    obvipus   rules,    involuntarily 
'  obeyed  by  all.    It  Is -felt,  even  by  the 
youngest,    that    it    would    be    unpar- 
donable vandalism  to  soil  leaves  Or 
damage  bindings.  Comfortable  chairs 
and   ample   room   on  the  tables  for 
writing  make  study  a  pleasure. 

Those  who  want  books  or  papers 
not  at  hand  should  make  application 
to  the  assistant  at  the  desk.  Among 
the  cards,  still  a  mystery  to  most  of 
us,  which  fill  the  drawers  of  the' 
cabinet  are  some  which  tell  In  What 
.  Issues  of  newspapers,  certain  news 
was  published  or  subjects  discussed. 
Quite  often  the  card  itelf  gives  the 
date  or  other  Information  sought. 
If  more  detail  Is  needed,  the  paper 
referred  to  may  be  obtained,  Books 
are  quickly  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  enquirer,  an  inter-offlcc  tele- 
phone enabling  the  occupant  of  the 
desk  to  communicate  with  each  floor 
and  an  automatic  lift  bringing  the 
books  within  reach.  The  idle  or  the 
mo  rely  curious 'should  not  trouble 
the  busy  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Provincial  Library,  On  the  other 
hand,  nothing  seems  to  be  consid- 
ered a  trouble  that  will  help  the 
worker. 

One  of  the  first  things  to  he 
learned  behind  the  rooms  reserved 
'•  for  public  use.  Is  that  the  Inside  Of 
the  building  has  not  been  completed. 
The  library  will  have  grown  to  very 
large  proportions  before  all  the  room 
that  can  be  made  available  Is  oc- 
cupied. 

What  then.  Is  stored  on  the  rows 
upon  rows  of  shelves  the  "stacks'* 
that  fill  several  floors  of  the  library 
building?  First,  as  is  fitting  at  this 
time,  almost  within  reach  of  the  lady 
at  the  desk.  Is  a  collection  of  books 
and  pamphlets  about  the  war. 
Here  are  Raemaker'a  Cartons  de- 
pleting the  '  horrors  of  the  Invasion 
of  Belgium  and  the  various  books 
authorised  by  governments  which 
tell  of  the  beginnings  of  the  tragedy. 
Here  are  Raemaker's  Cartoons  do- 
ers, statesmen,  diplomats  and  rulers 
who  acted  leading  parts.  Shelves 
have  been  searched  to  And  whatever 
in  history  or  literature  could  throw 
light  upon  the  origin  of  the  strug- 
gle and  books  purchased  that  record- 
ed its  progress.  One  guide  says  that 
from  many  sources  the  library  has 
'  received  compliments  on  the  full; 
ness  and  scope  of  this  section. 

Before  we  go  farther  we  pause  to 
look  at  a  handsome  set  of  volumes 
on  Bibliography  which  enables  the 
■indent  to  discover  the  chief  author- 
ities on  any  subject  ha  wishes  to 
■tudy.  Near  by  are  those  early  and 
interesting  books,  the  Illuminated 
'  nfsJhfasjrMti    «f  •  long    ago.      Could 


there  be  .a  more  fitting  reward  for 
a  diligent  class  in  hlsto  /  than  to 
allow  them  'to  see  these  wonderful 
parchments. 

We  are  soon  reminded  that  this 
Is  primarily,  a  legislative  library.  De- 
bates and  proceedings  of  the  Provin- 
cial Legislature,  Sessional  papers, 
end  even  the  Orders  of  the  Day  may 
be  consulted  by  the  member  bent  on 
bringing  his  adversary  to  confusion 
or  on  finding  precedents  and  argu- 
ments to  support  his  own  cause. 
Neat  files  of  printed  matter  to  be 
finally  Incorporated  lit  the  well  bound 
volumes  that  come  from  the  offices 
of  the  King's  Printer  are  carefully 
laid  upon  the  shelves. 

The  records  of  the  doings  of  the 
Federal  Parliament  and  the  speeches 
of  the  members  may  bo  road  and 
Blue  Books  of  various  departments 
consulted.  The  '  transitions  of  Brit- 
ish '  Parliaments  for  many  centuries 
msy  be  learned  from  volumes  on 
the  shelves  and  the  long  story  of  the 
growth  of  freedom  traced  by  any 
who  have  the  ability,  patience  and 
time  needed  for  such  research. 

The  work  of  the  Legislature  of 
various/provinces  is  also  represented 
In  proper  order,  as  well  as  some  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States.  Gazettes  are  here 
and  Army  and  Navy  Hats  with  other 
records  that  are  consulted  from  time 
to  time.  There  are  law  books  too, 
but  not  a  law  library,  we  are  told. 

Leaving  the  Legislative  Section 
proper  we  come  to  works  on  Reli- 
gion, Philosophy.  Social  Science  and 
Economics.  Here,  as  elsewhere, 
those  books  have  been  chosen  which 
have  been  acknowledged  as  stan- 
dards. Woman  suffrage,  socialism, 
the  relations  between  capital  and 
labor  and  many  other  subjects  which 
are  agitating  the  minds  of  men  and 
women  may  be  studied  by  the  aid 
of  volumes  taken  from  this  depart- 
ment. 

An  attractive,  though  not  a  large 
section  is  that  devoted  to  the  cus- 
toms of  .people  of  various  countries 
and  ages  and  to  folklore.  Many  of 
the   illustrations   here   are  beautiful. 

'  Teachers  will  And  in  the  depart- 
ment devoted  to  education  much  to 
Interest  and  instruct  them.  Lives 
of  the  pioneers  In  educational  move- 
ments will  "be  found  here  and  much 
Information  about  the  great  univers- 
ities of  the  world. 

A  great  many-  works  on  Natural 
and  Applied  Science  will  help  the 
student  who  Is'  endeavoring  to  fit 
himself  to  aid  In  the  development 
of  the  Province.  '  Chemistry.  Metal- 
lurgy. Water  Power.  Electricity,  Agri- 
culture, Air  Navigation  are  among 
the  subjects  treated  of. 

Among  books  of  value  in  these 
days  are  those  on  the  care  of  desti- 
tute children  and  the  reform  of  er- 
ring youth.  It  would  do  many  who 
speak,  hastily  and  write  easily  on 
these  vital  subjects,  good  to  learn 
what  thoughtful  people  have  con- 
sidered worth  writing  down  about 
them. 

The  Jesuit  Relations  in  English 
and  French  -may  be  consulted  at  the 
Provincial  Library  with  many  stan- 
dard works  on  British,  Canadian  and 
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Patted  skates  history.  A  arltm  \ 
might  miss  op  me  that  snauia  ne  on 
the  shelves  of  this  section  but  the 
impossibility  of  reading  all  that 
are  stored  here  overcome  most  en- 
qulrera 

The  fascinating  field  of  biography 
may  be  explored  at  the  library  by 
the  boy  or  girl  who  longs  to  know 
something  of  the  lives  of  the  .best; 
and  greatest  people  who  have  lived) 
In  this  world.  Few  studies  have  so 
wide  an  appeal  or  are  so  profitable. 

In  his  -lectures.  Mr..  E.  O.  8.  Bchd* 
field.  Chief  Librarian,  has  made 
many  Victorians  acquainted  with  the 
riches  of  the  Shakespeare  collection 
which  la  one  of  the  library's  chief 
treasures.  There  Is  ample  material 
there  for  the  study  of  the  works  of 
the  great  dramatist  and  his  contem- 
poraries as  well  as  bis  life  and  times. 

Then,  there  are  books  on  Art  and 
reproductions  and  descriptions  of 
the  famous  pictures  and  Art  Gal- 
leries of  the  world.  One  day,  re- 
cently, a  lady  who  had  spent  the 
tour  years  that  are  past,  in  exhaust- 
ing labor  was  resting  mind  and  body 
and  renewing  her  youth  by  looking 
at  the  pictures  in  one  of  these  beau- 
tiful volumes.  Students  of  Art  and 
craftsmen  and  craftswomen  have 
found  and  will  still  find  help  In  such 
of  these  books  as  may  be  placed  In 
their  hands.  People  of  all  sorts  and 
conditions  may  gain  pleasure  as  well 
as  profit  from  the  volumes  In  the  lit- 
erature section.  Those  whose  taste 
has  been  vitiated  by  the  worst  of 
modern  fiction  will  not  ask  for  the 
classics  on  the  shelves  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Library.  No  book  is  placed 
there  whose  author  Is  not  acknowl- 
edged to  be  worthy  by  those  most 
competent  to  judge.  Yet  many 
books  of  our  own  as  "well  of  past 
limes  have  been  Included.  Poetry, 
Drama,  Fiction,  Essays  may  be  en- 
joyed by  book-lovers  old  and  young.. 
High  School,  students  and  teachers 
in  training;  who  have  tasted  of  the 
best  in  English  Literature  In  thel* 
school-books  may  come  and  ask  for 
the  works  of  those  authors  they  have 
learned   to  love. 

Allusion  has  already  been  made  to 
the  lowest  floorj  Looking  round 
the  visitor  sees  material  for  the 
archives  -  in  ths  process  of  being 
sorted,  loose  -  sections  of  books  .  of 
many  kinds  Waiting  for  the  binder 
and  newspapers  filling  spaces  from 
store  to  celling.  Tot  there  Is  no  dis- 
order. Each  parcel,  big  or  small. 
is  neatly  fattened  together  and  laid 
In  order  where  It  can  be  obtained 
when  asked  for. 

It  was  learned  that  many  enquirers 
for  information  from  various  sources, 
widely  separated,  were  received 
at  the  library  in  the  course  of  the 
year.  These  are  at  vays  answered 
though  the  research  needed  adds  not 
s  little  to  the  labors  of  the  staff. 
Last  year  22,000  visits  were  recorded 
and  15.000  books  consulted. 

Those  who  have  had  the  patience 
to   read   this   article,   will   feel   with 

the  writer,  that  the  greatest  pos- 
sible use  should  be  made  of  the 
Province's  library  by  residents  and 
visitors  in  Victoria  and  that  greater 
opportunities  of  using  It  should  be 
extended  to  us  as  soon  as  we  show 
that  we*  appreciate  those  we  now 
enjoy. 

Before- closing,  a  tribute  must  be 
paid  to  the  unfailing  courtesy  and 
kindness  of  each  member  of  the  staff 
which  makes  every  visit  a  pleasure. 
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Brutality  of  Germans,  High  and  Low 


The  following  narrative  Is  by  a 
corporal  of  the  5  th  Seaforth  High- 
landers, who  escaped  from  Imprison- 
ment In  November: 

Prior  to  my  being  taken  a  prisoner 
of  war  by  the  Germans  on  March  21, 
1918.  I  was  Inclined  to  sympathise 
with  the  German  soldiers  as  a  body, 
holding  the  view  that  they  were 
merely  the  unfortunate  victims  of 
their  War  Lords  and  officers.  Eight 
months'  captivity,  however,  has  com- 
pletely disillusioned  me;  I  am  now 
thoroughly-  enlightened  by  first-hand 
knowledge  as  to  the  Inhumanity  of 
the  average  German — be  he  high 
born  or  low.  I  will  give  a  rough  out- 
line pt  my  eight,  months'  captivity  to 
show  the  type  of  men  whom  one  par- 
ticular faction  of  society  would  have 
us  take  to  our  bosom  and  hail  as 
jolly  good  fellows,  since  they  have- 
overthrown  their  Monarchy  and  pro- 
fessed Socialistic  aspirations.  Inci- 
dentally, there  was  no  apparent  de- 
sire for  better  government  so  long 
a*  it  was  thought  there  was  a  likeli- 
hood of  the  Fatherhood  Issuing  vic- 
torious, during  the  Spring  of  this 
year,  for  instance. 

<  During' the  -first  tew  months  I, 
among  others  of  the  61st  Division. 
was:  employed  on  heavy  work  at  a 
sawmill  at  Tanay.  some  little  distance 
behind  the  lines,  our  sole  means  of 
sustenance  while  there  being  man- 
♦golds,  a  "soup"  composed  of  potato 
peelings,  and  a  small  portion  of  black 
bread  each  day.  Even  of  this- mea- 
gre fare  we  only  partook  twice  a  day. 
We  worked  from  9  in  the  morning 
till  f  at  night,  or  later,  according  to 
the  mood  of  the  "gaffer."  Did  wel 
venture  to  rest  swhile  from  our 
labors'  we  were  quickly  recalled  to 
the  reality  of  our  position  by  digs 
with  a  rifle  butt  and  murmured 
threats  and  curses.  If  one  could  not, 
divine  Immediately  what  the  German 
"gaffer'*  was  ordering  him  to  do  he 
would  be  assaulted;  and  If  the  pris- 
oner assumed  even  a  defensive  atti- 
tude another  German  would  oome  to 
the  "aid''  of  his  colleague.  We  had 
the  same  shirt  and  tunic  on  during 
the  eight  months,  and  they  were,  of 
course,  hanging  in  rags  and  infested 
with  lice.  I  sold  my  kit  for  a  loaf  of 
bread  and  an  old  pair  of  trousers, 
gold  watches,  rings,  boots,  puttees — 
everything  we  possessed  which  the 
Germans  envied — we  sold  for  broad. 
I  was  only  allowed  to  send  one 
postcard  about  a  month  after  I  was 
captured.  We  were  continually  mak- 
ing application  to  be  allowed  to  write 
home,  but  were  put  off  until  Septem- 
ber, when  we  were  allowed  to  write 
one  letter;  mine  reached  its  destina- 
tion after  Armistice 'Day. 

There  came  a  day  when  even  our 
bread  ration  was  stopped.  A  band 
of  about  200  of  us,  headed  by  s  Brit- 
ish sergeant-major,  refused  to  work 
unless  we  received  our  usual  ration 
of  bread.  We  wore  informed  that 
unless  we  lined  up  Immediately  the 
guard  would  be  called  out  to  fire  on 
us.  In  the  meantime  the  "gaffers" 
returned,  armed  with  stout  cudgels 
used  for  levering  the  logs,  and  were 
apparently  orderd  by  the  oeffler  In 
charge  to  drive  us  to  the  mills.  They 
needed  no  second  bidding— in  fact, 
so  thoroughly  did  they  carry  out  or- 
ders that  half  of  our  party  of  SO  ar- 
rived at  ths  mill  In  a  terrible  state  of 
exhaustion,  bruised  and  bleeding; 
those  who,  on  the  way.  through  sheer 
weakness,  hsd  fallen  down,  were  bru- 
tally  beaten   and   kicked.     As  a  re- 


sult, a  man  died  the  following  day. 

On  another  occasion  we  had  to 
march  five  miles  each  way  for  fumi- 
gation of  bedding.  On  the  return 
journey  a  corporal  in  the  rear  beat 
with  a  stick  anyone  who  lagged  be- 
hind, and  one — an  Irishman — lost 
consciousness  as  a  result  of  being 
continually  struck.  We  had  to  carry 
him  a  good  way.  AssCOll  call  Id  the 
morning  It  Was  a  revolting  sight  to 
ses  sick  men  pushed  back  brutally 
into  the  ranks;  those  who  were  very 
bad  would  persist  In  stepping  for- 
ward for  the  sick  parade,  only  to  be 
flung  to  the  ground  by  a  blow  In  the 
face  or  chest.  Indeed,  so  many 
deaths  occurred  owing  to  this  that 
the  authorities  bees  me  scared,  and 
an  order  was  Issued  that  sick  men 
were  to  be  allowed  to  see  the  doctor. 
Later,  we  were  moved,  to  work  in 
the  fields,  and  fared  much  better  on 
that  work  as  .regards  food,  for  when 
the  "gaffer's"  back  was  turned  we 
would  hide  on  our  person  potatoes, 
anything  we  could  pick.  There  was 
a  market  garden  hot  far  off,  and  we 
used  to  pick  cabbages,  swedes,  etc. 
Fqur  of  us  shared  a  barn,  and  we 
would,  by  the  aid  of  wood  picked  up 
on  our  Journeys  to  and  from  the 
fields,  kindle  a  fire  and  boll  in  a  pail 
anything  we  had  managed  to  bring 
back.  We  even  endeavored  to  cook 
chlcken'e  malse,  and  I  thought  my- 
self very  fortunate  when  1  discovered 
a  dirty  piece  of  meat  In  a  dustbin.  I 
guarded  this  prise  all  day,  and 
washed  and  cooked  It  at  night.  But 
such  luck  did  not  come  my  way 
twice. 

I  endeavored  to  escape  on  three 
separate  occasions.  The  first  time  I 
was  for  three  days  In  hiding  without 
a  morsel  of  food,  and  in  sheer  des- 
peration decided  to  give  myself  up. 
I  had  thought  that  If  I  could  manage 
to  get  to  a  French  farm  at  some  con- 
siderable distance  I  should  be  able  to 
get  food,  clothes  and  a  rest  before 
starting  out  again.  But,  to  my  dls- 
majv  I  found  that  a  great  number  of 
the  civilians  of  the  villages  had  been 
deported  to  work  on  fields,  and  all 
farms,  businesses,  etc.,  were  in  the  ■ 
hands  of  Germans,  being  worked  by 
them.  At  the  second  try  my  luck  was 
again  out,  as  I  ran  Into  a  German 
patrol.  For  committing  this  heinous 
offence  I  was  stripped  hut  for  my 
shirt  and  belabored  with  a  stout  stick 
(while  a  guard  stood  by  with  fixed 
bayonet)  till  1  was  bruised  and  cut 
from  headVo  foot. 

My  third  attempt  was  successful, 
for  the  reason  that  the  Germans  were 
busy  retreating  (about  November  5). 
I  had  to  drag  30  miles  to  the  Mouse, 
and,  to  my  delight  and  astonishment. 
saw  an  American  sentry  on  guard.  I 
had  thought  the  Americans  much 
further  back.  Overcome  at  the  sight 
of  a  friend  I  made  a  wild  rush  for 
him,  forgetting  I  had  a. German  hel- 
met on.  and  it  was  a  great  wonder 
X  was  not  shot.  I  was  at  the  Ameri- 
can Brigade  Headquarters  for  some 
time,  and  was  treated  right  royalty 
by  each  and  every  one.  Indeed.  1 
hope  I  have  made  a  lasting  friend  In 
one  Sammy.

Public  Accounts  t6  Be  Present- 
ed to  Legislature  Give  De- 
tails of  Position  of  Province 
as  on  March  31, 1918. 


Ths  balance  sheet  of  the  Province 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  II. 
lilt,  the  fifuree  of  which  have  Juet 
boon  compiled  by  the  Comptroller- 
General,  show*  assets  at  that  date 
•dsresatliur  I52.ooo.ooo  and  liabilities 
approximating  $38,000,000.  The  fls> 
nrss  will  be  presented  to  the  forth- 
coming- session  of  the  House  In  the 
shape  of  the  public  accounts,  which 
will  set  forth  in  full  the  financial 
operations  of  the  Government  in  the 
fiscal  year  commencing  April  1,  1917, 


and  ending  March  SI.  1911.  Under 
the  present  system  whereby  the 
Government's  flooal  year  ends  Maren 
11  la  eaoh  year,  the  returns  to  the 
House  are  nearly  a  yoar  late. 

The  public  accounts  will  also  give 
some  Interesting  figures  of  revenue 
and  expenditures  for  that  fiscal  year. 
These  indicate  that  the  net  revenue 
totalled  98,882.849.  compared  with 
$•,908,788  In  the  preceding  year, 
while  net  expenditures  aggregated 
II.07S.I9I,  compared  with  $9,979,817. 
The  greater  part  of  the  increased 
revenue  was  due  to  the  new  taxa- 
tion Imposed.  For  Instance,  the  in- 
crease In  real  property  tax  amounted 
to  $481,877;  that  In  the  personal 
property  tax  was  $229,000;  wild  land 
tax.  $199,111;  Income  tax.  $878,487; 
amusement  tax  act,  $124,497;  poll 
tax.  $$29.(80.  an  aggregate  of  11.- 
707.500. 

Net  expenditures  totalled  $8,899,- 
849,  but  by  the  system  of  apportion- 
ing a  percentage  of  the  outlays  on 
account  of  public  works  to  capital  ac- 
count, a  system  not  hitherto  adopted, 
the  net  current  outlays  were  there- 
by reduced  on  paper  by  8326,084.

A.  C.  Flumerfelt,  honorary  rice-pre- 
sident;  Mr.  H.  J.  Davis,  honorary  sec- 
retary;  and  Mr.  H.  F.  Helmalng,  ex- 
Lieut.  R.N.V.R.,  were  In  the  party 
who  wont  from  Victoria,  tho  two 
first  mentioned  being  the  principal 
speakers  of  the  evening,  and  the  last- 
named  operating  the  lantern  and  tell* 
lng  a  few.  Incidents  which  occurred 
when  h4  was  In  the  Navy  patrol  ser- 
vice In  tho  English  Channel.  It  was 
a  moat  appreciative  audience,  and  the 
speakers  were  frequently  Interrupted 
by  gales  of  applause,  while  the  musi- 
cal features  provided  by  Miss  Jean 
Patterson,  Mr.  T.  Lewi*  and  Mr.  H.  J. 
Paris  were  received  With  every  mark 
of  appreciation.  Mr.  Davis*  song  it 
might  bo  mentioned,  wag  one  of  his 
own  composition. 

"Even  standing  room  was  at  a 
premium,"  said  the  Nanaimo  paper 
In  referring  yesterday  to  the  meet- 
ing. "His  Worship  Mayor  MoKensio 
presided,  and  the  meeting  was  moat 
successful  in  every  respect,  the*  re- 
marks of  the  two  principal  speakers 
being  most  Instructive  and  much  ap- 
preciated by  (he  audience,  which  fre- 
quently applauded." 

Organization  of  League 
The  first  speaker  of  the  evening, 
Mr.  H.  J.  Davis,  referred  to  the  or- 
ganisation of  tho  Navy  League  of 
Canada  which  had  sprung  from  the 
loins  of  the  Navy  League  of  England, 
a  league,  the  speak*"-  stated,  that  had 
been  the  object  of  ■P-h  severe  criti- 
cism in  the  Old  Lanu,  but  which  had 
persisted  In  its  labors  and  had  ac- 
complished great  results.  The  Initial 
steps  in  the  formation  of  the  League 
in  Canada,  Mr.  Davis  declared,  wore 
taken  by  Mr.  W.  G.  Ross,  who  In 
lilt  sent  out  an.  appeal  from  Mon- 
treal broadcast  throughout  Canada 
for  funds  In  aid  of  the  British  organ- 
isation, as  a  result  of  whioh  $700,000 
was  subscribed.  In  1817  a  further 
appeal  was  made  and  $200,000  col- 
lected and  It  was  then  decided  that 
Canada  should  have  a  Navy  League 
of  Its  own,  the  League  being  organ- 
ised at  a  conference  In  February, 
1918,  which  voted  large  sums  for  re- 
lief work  among,  the  sailors,  Includ- 
ing $100,000  for  a  Sailors'  Home  at 
Halifax  and  $80,000  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  League  In  British  Colum- 
bia. With  twenty  branches  In  the 
Province  the  League,  Mr.  Davis 
stated,  was  carrying  on  an  education- 
al work  in  the  schools  of  the  Prov- 
ince, and  proposed  offering  prizes  for 
the  best  essays  on  naval  subjects.  The 
speaker  also  referred  to  the  organ- 
ization of  Boys'  Naval  Brigades, 
which  taught  the  boys  discipline  and 
developed  their  physical  and  mental 
qualities,  and  in  conclusion  express!  d 
the  appreciation  of  the  Provincial  or- 
ganisation at  tho  formation  of  a 
branch  in  Nanaimo,  which  had  made 
rapid  progress  and  gave  every  prom- 
ise of  being  a  successful  organization. 
Mr.  A.  C.  Flumerfelt,  in  his  open- 
ing remarks,  stated  ho  was  particu- 


larly gltstt*  to  bo  present 
dress  a  meeting  of  tho  League  In 
Nanaimo.  because  one  of  Ite  citizens. 
Lieut -Col.  Celllshaw,  shed  glory  up- 
on the  city  and  upon  all  Canada.  Vic- 
toria, be  declared,  had  the  honor  of 
claiming  as  one  of  its  citizens  the 
loader  of  the  Canadian  Army,  and 
while  he  did  pet  know  Which  of  th* 
two  had  done  the  most  for  the  Em- 
pire, ho  did  know  that  Both  had  dose 
their  best 

Mr.  Flumerfelt  based  his  address 
upon  the  three  subjects.  Opportunity, 
Equipment  and  Courage,  the  oppor- 
tunity presented  Canadians  .to  devel- 
op the  natural  resources  of  the  Do- 
minion, Its  mines  and  forests,  and  al- 
so Its  merchant  marine.  The  speaker 
paid  a  tribute  to  the  work  of  tho  Bri- 
tish merchant  marine  which  had  fed 
the  armies  of  the  Allies,  transported 
Canada's  army  ovsrssss,  and  had  also 
carried  overseas  62  per  cent  of  the

CATALONIA  DECREES 

SELF-GOVERNMENT 

— — — 

BARCELONA,  Jan.  25. — Detail* 
were  announced  here  of  the  now 
statutes  for  the  autonomous  stats  of 
Catalonia,  comprising  the  present 
Spanish  provinces  of  Barcelona,  Tar- 
ragona, Lerida  and  Oerona.  Tho  new 
Catalontan  government  will  be  com- 
posed of  a  parliament  of  two  cham- 
bers, an  executive  and  a  governor  gen- 
eral. Catalonia  will  no  longer  re- 
cognise the  supreme  authority  of 
Madrid  In  matters  of  administration 
affecting  Catalonia  alone.  The  new 
government  proposes  to  assume  tho 
direct  control  of  mines,  waterways, 
taxation  and  education. 

Tho  Barcelona  dispatch  does  not 
say  who  mads  the. announcement  of 
new  statutes  for  Catalonia  but  it 
probably  waa  the  Catalonlan  party 
which  for  years  has  been  .struggling 
for  independence  In  local  matters.  In 
the  last  few  months  the  situation  has 
been  acute  .and  there  has  been  much 
unrest  in  Catalonia.  The  Spanish  Gov- 
ernment at  the4' present  time  is  con- 
sidering the  question  of  autonomy  for 
Catalonia.

With  an  effort  of  will  some  peo- 
ple can  cast  their  minds  back  to  the 
days  before  the  war. 

They  will  remember  that  in  those 
remote  days  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II.  was 
with  careless  good  humor  regarded 
aa  a  versatile  and  friendly  prince 
with  an  unfortunate  habit  of  writing 
indiscreet  telegrams  and  making  bom- 
bastic speeches.  They  may  even  re- 
member the  days  when  the  army 
built  Its  first  airship,  named  It  "Nulli 
Secuhdus"  and  sent  it  to  sail  over 
London. 

What  a  gap  separatees  that  time 
from  Lord  Mayor's  Day  of  1918, 
when,  with  thoughts  of  victory  per- 
meating the  sunlit  air,  the  people  of 
London  watched  British  rigid  air- 
ships of  the  Zeppelin  type  cruising 
over  the  metropolis.  A  few  days 
later  Londoners  had  an  opportunity 
of  seeing  nearly  all  types  of  British 
airships  cruising  overhead — the  lit- 
tle s.s.  or  submarine  scout,  usually 
known  aa  a  "blimp,"  the  larger  coast 
patrol  with  its  curious  trilobe  en- 
velope, and  the  still  larger  "North 
Sea"  type,  as  well  as  the  British 
Zeppelin. 

Each  of  these  types  has  its  differ- 
ent function,  and  its  production  has 
cost  designers  well  nigh  aa  much 
deep  thinking  aa  has  the,  evolution  of 
the  aeroplane,  from  the  Maurice  Far- 
man  to  the  Sopwith  Dolphin. 

There  are  three  main  types  of  air- 
ships, the  rigid,  the  semi-rigid  and 
the  non-rigid. 

The  non-rigid  is  a  term  which  ex- 
plains itself.  It  means  a  collapsible 
envelope  filled  with  hydrogen.  The 
rigid  type  Is  commonly  known  as  a 
Zeppelin.  An  elaborate  framework  la  I 
constructed  of  duralumin  or  of  wood, 
with  an  envelope  outside  It,  while  In- 
side are  a  number  of  separate  gas- 
bags, each  filled  with  hydrogen.  The 
semi-rigid  consists  of  a  collapsible 
envelope,  but  underneath  la  a  rigid 
keel  running  fore  and  aft,  to  which 
the  car  Is  attached. 

We  may  readily  grant  that  the 
Germane  were  easily  first  in  the  field 
in  the  construction  of  rigid  airships. 
As  an  engine  of  offense  over  land 
they  were  a  failure,  but  they  have 
been  of  great  use  as  scouts  for  the 
High  Seaa  Fleet.  Indeed,  but  for 
their  aid  it  may  well  be  that  Ger- 
many would  not  have  had  to  hand 
over  so  many  ahlpa  to  Sir  David 
Beatty.  So  perhaps  we  may  be  grate- 
ful to  the  German  Zeppelins. 

Britain  has  specialised  on  the  non- 
rigids  and  has  taken  the  lead  of  the

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SEATTLE.  Jan.  85. — Settlement  of 
the  strike  of  35,000  or  more  metal 
trades  workers  in  Washington  ship- 
yards for  an  advanced  wage  scale  was 
made  farther  off  than  ever  today 
upon  the  receipt  of  telegrams  from 
Mr.  Charles  Pies,  general  manager  of 
the  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation, 
asking  all  shipyards  not  to  open  their 
plants  unless  the  strikers  are  willing 
to  resume  work  under  the  Macy  wage 
adjustment  board's  decision. 

Mr.  Pies  said  the  Fleet  Corporation 
"stands  by  -the  Mt  award.**  This 
week  Mr.  Henry  M.  White,  concilia- 
tion commissioner  from  ^thls  district, 
was  asked  by  the  department  of 
labor  to  endeavor  to  effect  a  settle- 
ment of  the  strike.  The  shipyard 
employers,  however,  have  let  It  be 
known  that  the  Pies  request  virtu- 
ally makes  it  Impossible  for  them  to 
do  otherwise  than  await  further  pos- 
sible federal  action.  As  they  are 
working  under  the  Shipping  Board, 
they  feel  that  the  department  of 
labor  cannot  Interfere  unless  It 
should  merely  exert  Its  Influence  to 
Induce  the  strikers  to  resume  work 
under  the  Macy  Award.  Should  the 
shipyard  employers  pay  the.  18,  $7 
and  $•  scale  demanded  by  the  strik- 
ers, the  Increased  pe-y  ebovs  that 
granted  by  the  M»ey  Award  would 
have  to  be  met  by  the  employers 
themselves.        >

The  flint  Is  then 
turned  and  chipped  in  .  the  same 
manner  from  the  opposite  side,  and

reference  to  your  timely 
editorial  in  this  morning's  paper,  you 
will  be  pleased  to  know  that  this 
matter  Is  alrsady  receiving  the  atten- 
tion of  many  prominent  citizens  and 
•organisations  In  Victoria,  and  negotia- 
tions have  been  opened  with  the  Sol- 
diers' Settlement  Board  at  Ottawa  and 
with  the  British  Government,  that  Can- 
sda  may  benefit  by  the  surplus  of  ex- 
plosives which  the  belligerent  nations 
have  upon  their  hands  today. 

As  far  as  I  am  aware,  the  Idea 
which  prompted  the  above  action  was 
first  conceived  in  connection  with  the 
school  garden  work  In  the  Saanlch  Pub- 
lic Schools,  not  so  much  In  connection 
with  stumping  and  clearing  land,  as  in 
relieving  some  of  the  difficulties  in 
farming  which  arise  from  the  long  dry 
summer  obtaining*  here:  a  climatic  fea- 
ture otherwise  so  invaluable  In  seed 
production,  belnc  essential  for  the 
proper  maturing,  harvesting  and  curing 
of  seed. 

In  the  seml-arld  dlstrtct  east  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  the  much  talked  of 
"principles  of  dry  farming"  are  easy 
of  application,  for  the  very  simple  rea- 
son that — In  Canadian  territory,  at  all 
events— the  frost  usually  penetrates 
several  feet  into  the  subsoil.  Hence  any 
moisture,  received  by  the  subsoil  from 
the  fall  rains,  expands  and  shatters  the 
lsyers  into  Innumerable  particles,  giv- 
ing it  a  granular  structure  which  allows 
for  the  ready  absorption  and  accommo- 
dation of  every  inch  of  moisture  which 
those  regions  receive. 

Consequently  It   Is  possible  to   retain 
In  the  subsoil  for  crop  use  practically 
every  gallon  of  water  precipitated,   by 
means     of     intelligent      dry     farming 
methods;     and     forty-bushel-to-the-acre 
crops  are  no  exception  three  years  out 
of  five  where  the  annual,  precipitation 
is   less  than   sixteen   inches. 
Here  conditions  are     very     different. 
»The  frost  rarely  goes  below  the  plough- 
sole  area,  and  with  the  continual  wash- 
ing of  the  winter  rain,  an  impenetrable 
hard-pan  is  formed  where  the  land  has 
been  farmed  or  any  considerable  period. 
There    is   a   large   amount   of     natural 
hard-pan,  also,  in  the  virgin  land  here; 
often  within  a  few  inches  of  the  sur- 
face.    Our  farmers   consequently   bene- 
fit very  little  by  the  abundant  winter 
rains  which  prevail — even  in  Victoria- 
most  Of  which  water  runs  off  into  the 
sea.      In    fact,    they    are    actual    losers 
through  any  superfluity  of  moisture  in 
two   ways:    first   through    leaching     of 
Valuable  salts  which  have  been, render- 
ed   available    for   crop    use,    mainly    by 
the     soil     bacteria     during     the   warm 
.summer  dsys:  and  secondly  through  the 
presence  of  standing  water  in  low  lying 
areas. 

By  the  nse  of  high  explosives  much 
of  this  hard-pan  could  be  shattered  and 
rendered  receptive  to  the  moisture 
which  we  need  so  badly  during  the  dry 
season,  snd  dry  farming  would  become 
practicable  here  wherever  irrigation 
cannot  be  practised,  and  even  where 
Irrigation  is  available  the  use  of  dyna- 
mite for  subsclling  has  been  found  to 
be  sound  economy. 

Also,  from  results  obtained  by  tile 
drainage  In.  the  Rainy  River  district, 
such  methods  were  found  to  be  in- 
effective in  certain  formations  unless 
supplemented  by  treatment  with  dyna- 
mite. In  fact,  the  use  of  explosives 
without  tile  drainage  was  found  effec- 
tive In  some  esses.  Mitch  of  the 
Islands'  swamp  land  is  underlain  with 
subsoil  of  this  nature,  aad  could  be 
redeemed  economically  by  means  of  ex- 
plosives, providing  they  could  be  sup- 
plied at  reasonable  cost. 

My  suggestion  to  the  Saanlch  School 
Board  at  a  meeting  held  In  October 
was  that  a  demonstration  of  the  effi- 
cacy of  explosives  for  this  work  could 
be  made  in .  certain  of  the  school  gar- 
dens, snd  would  Justify  the  expense 
from  sn  educational  standpoint  alone. 
Owing  to  the  "flu  ban"  this  programme 
has    been    temporarily    upset. 

My  original  intention,  however,  was 
to  aim  at  securing  explosives  for  far- 
mers st  the  lowest  possible  rate  by 
taking  advantage  of  the  surplus  stores 
at  present  on  hand. 
In  order  to  achieve  this  end  It  would

be  neecssary  to  insure  s  uniform  con- 
sumption of  the  commodity,  and  I  had 
hoped  to  stimulate  the  present  demand 
toy  demonstrating  to  those,  who  are 
not  familiar  With  the  use  of  high  ex- 
plosives for  subsolllng,  how  effective 
such  methods  are.  Time,  however,  was 
an  Important  factor,  and  as  subsolllng 
by  explosives  Is  now  generally  appre- 
ciated, immediate  action  was  deemed 
advisable. 

Consequently,  otter  the  matter  had 
been  discussed  with  several  agricul- 
tural authorities-  here,  and  had  receiv- 
ed their  unanimous  approval,  a  com- 
mittee of  Rotary  Club  members  was 
appointed  about  six  wepHs  ago  to  see 
what  could  be  done  in  the  matter.  Let- 
ters have  been  written  to  the  Soldiers* 
Settlement  Board  and  to  the  British 
Government  for  consideration,  and  re- 
plies received  so  far  are  very  encour- 
aging. 

It  will  be  necessary,  however,  to 
obtain  the  co-operation  of  everyone 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the 
use  of  explosives  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses. In  order  to  achieve  the  best  re- 
sults. Why  the  governments  of  the 
belligerent  countries  should  not  con- 
tinue to  manufacture  and  distribute  at 
cost  explosives  for  reconstruction  under 
peace  as  they  did  for  destruction  at 
the  demands  of  the  war-god  Is  for 
us   to   say. 

We  cannot  put  our  returned  men  on 
the  land  without  giving  them  every 
chance  to  make  good  financially;  and, 
in  British  Columbia  anyway,  this  mat- 
ter of  inexpensive  explosives  is  one 
factor  of  paramount   importance. 

As  you  evidently  consider  the  sub- 
ject of  due  import,   I   would  much  ap- 
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this  letter  space  in  your  columns,  thus 
drawing  the  attention  of  Victorians 
and  especially  of  our  farmers  to  the 
subject,  in  order  that  this  movement 
may  receive  every  consideration,  and 
that  we  may  be  assured  of  another 
rung  In  the  ladder  which  will  lead  to 
the  successful  establishment  of  the 
seed  production  Industry  on  this  fair 
Island.

Atlantic  coast,  and  I  never  heard  the 
man  charged  with  cowardice,  which 
is  what  a  casual  reader  wouia  gather 
from  the  Deputy  Minister's  statement 
as  reported. 

He  apparently  considers  the  ship 
seaworthy,  even  though  water  was 
leaking-  through  the  decks.  I  know 
from  a  very  trustworthy  source  that 
not  only  did  this  leakage  make  the 
sleeping  quarters  unhealthy,  but  It 
ruined  bread,  flour  and  other  provi- 
sions. Yet  ships  of  this  class  were 
regularly  sent  on  fifteen-day  patrols. 
Of  course  a  seaman  expects  to  stand 
a  certain  amount  of  hardship,  bet 
there  is  enough  unavoidable  hardship 
without  adding  to  it.  These  men  were 
well  aware  that  they  were  suffering 
from  a  defect  which  could  be  reme- 
died in  the  proper  manner,  by  mak- 
ing complaints  through  their  officers. 
When  this  course  tailed  they  made 
the  refusal 'which  got  them  Into  trou- 
ble, and  though  given  a  chance  to  re- 
consider, apparently  decided  that 
they  would  force  the  matter  to  a 
head.  I  do  not  know  any  of  them 
personally,  but  believe  that  they  wore 
not  sufficiently  acquainted  with  naval 
discipline  to  be  aware  of  the  serious 
charge  to  which  they  laid  themselves 
opsn.  They  thought  they  might  get 
a  short  term  of  imprisonment,  and  in 
that  way  get  quit  or  the  ship.  No 
doubt  tbo  court-martial  which  gave 
them  eighteen  months  did  so  pr'nei- 
paliy  as  an  example  to  others. 

They  are  standing  their  punishment 
for  the  unwise  step  which  they  took, 
and  it  is  no  credit  to  the  Naval  De- 
partment to  publicly  charge  them 
with  cowardice  in  addition.  As  an 
ex-seaman  I  resent  this  very  strongly, 
and  so  will  many  others.

Sir, — Yes.  sir,  you  spoke  the  truth 
when  you  stated  in  this  morning's 
pdper  that  "any  ban  on  public  assem- 
blies will  not  be  a  perfect  panacea" 
for  the  present  epidemic  This  is  be- 
cause the  chief  cause  of  the  epidemic 
is  far  closer  related  to  us  individually 
than  any  number  of  people  forming  an 
assembly  can  ever  be.  For  diseases 
of  this  sort  are  made  possible  only  by 
one  condition,  an  unclean  alimentary 
canal.  When-  we  acquire  influenza 
our  Intestinal  tract  Is  usually  packed 
with  a  decomposing,  fermenting, 
putrid  maen  of  fecal  matter,  the  liquids 
of  which  are  absorbed  into  the  general 
system  and  comlngled  with  our  blood, 
which  is  our  life.  From  this  blood 
every  part  of  us  is  created.  It  fur- 
nishes the  force  that  makes  our  heart 
boat;  it  supplies  the  energy  for  our 
every  activity,  thought  and  feeling. 
The  quality  of  our  blood  may  be  influ- 
enced advantageously  by  deep  breath- 
ing pure  air,  drinking  plenty  of  pure 
water,  outdoor  exercises  and  a  clean 
skin.  But  ths  nature  of  this  life- 
giving  fluid  is  mostly  determined  by 
the  character  of  the  contents  of  the 
alimentary  canal,  from  which  it  is 
originally  absorbed.  It  is  for  this 
reason  that  I  would  urge'  people  to  eat, 
at  each  meal,  a  fair  amount  of  plain, 
nourishing  food,  confining  the  meal 
to  only  two  or  three  varieties,  such  as 
oatmeal  and  other  whole  cereals,  milk, 
cream,  meat  or  fish  (only  once  a  day), 
whole  wheat  bread  (not  white  bread), 
creamery  butter,  fresh  vegetables, 
salads,  legumes,  nuts,  dates,  raisins 
and  fruits  of  every  description,  plain 
puddings,  etc.         -  I 

It  is  veery  important  that  we  mas- 
ticate    thoroughly     every     morsel     of 
food  and    avoid    over-eating    proteld 
foods,     particularly     meat     and    eggs, 
which  cannot  be  utilized  as  building 
material  on  account  of  there  being  too 
much  of  it.  The  accumulation  of  these 
waster  products    favors    fermentation 
and  decomposition,     thus     laying  the 
foundation  for  influenza  or  come  other 
form  of  disease.     We  should  take  care 
to  get  plenty     of     sound,   refreshing 
sleep,   as  there   Is  nothing  that  helps 
health  and  Increases  resistance  to  dis- 
ease  more   than   an   adequate  supply 
of  the  proper  kind  of  sleep.     And  con- 
versely there  is  nothing  that  predis- 
poses to  disease  more  effectively  than 
a   number   of   sleepless    nights.       We 
should  take  dally  a  sufficient  amount 
of  outdoor  exercise  in  conformity  with 
our  vitality  and  strength,  because  all 
the  bodily  functions  are  stimulated  by 
exercise,   thus   every   organ    performs 
its  various  functions  more  effectively. 
Those  who  are  muscularly  strong  can 
sngage  in  any  form  of  athletics  with 
advantage.      Those     who    are   not  so 
strong  should  take  daily  walks,  with 
the  head  up  and  the  body  erect.    They 
should   breathe    deeply'  at    the  same 
time   and  .  continue     the     walk     until 
slightly  fatigued.     Gardening,   Ashing 
or  any  other  outdoor  occupation  which 
does  not  overtax     the     strength  can 
especially  be  recommended. 

It  is  almost  Impossible  to  over- 
emphasize th»  necessity  of  keeping  the 
bowels  active  by  means  of  proper  diet, 
if  possible,  and  if  this  should  fall,  as  it 
is  the  case  In  some  few  instances,  a' 
mild  laxative  or  the  enema  must  be 
used  (the  latter  preferred)  until  mat- 
ters have  righted  themselves. 

Daily  baths  are  very  valuable,  as 
they  stimulate  the"  vital  functions, 
cleanse  ths  external  surface  of  ths 
body  and  are  necessary  for  ths  ac- 
quirement of  a  high  degree  of  health. 
But  the  cleanliness  of  the  stomach  and 
the  internal  membranous  surface, 
which  Includes  the  teeth,  gums,  throat, 
mouth,  tongue  and  nasal  cavity,  Is  Im- 
perative and  under  no  circumstances 
must  be  neglected. 

An  Intelligent  observance  of  these 
simple  and  elementary  principles  will 
minimise  almost  to  the  vanishing 
point  the  dangers  of  "flu."

The  service  afforded  Saanlch  by 
B.  C.  Electric  lines,  both  by  Inter- 
urban  and  city  street  cars,  was  dis- 
cussed yesterday  afternoon  by  the 
Saanlch  Municipal  Councils  The  out- 
come is  that  a  delegation  of  coun- 
cillors will  be  appointed  to  interview 
Mr.  A.  T.  Oowafd.  local  manager, 
with  a  view  to-  having  suggested  alter- 
ations in  schedules  carried  out. 

The  Women's  Institute  of  Garden 
City  sent  the  Council  a  letter  com- 
plaining of  the  new  morning  service 
Inaugurated  by  the  company.  It  was 
represented  that  the  company  had 
changed  the  time  for  cars  to  leave 
Wilkinson  Road  station  to  7  Instead 
of  7:20,  thus  making  it  necessary  for 
people  working  in  the  city  to  leave 
considerably  earlier  than  necessary  to 
reach  their*  places  of  employment  and 
creating  an  exceptionally  long  work- 
ing day.  The  Institute  suggested  that 
a  later  car  might  be  .Installed  to  leave 
for  the  city  between  7:30  and  7:40. 

It  was  also;  urged  that  the  B.  C. 
Electric  Railway  be  asked  to  give 
more  frequent  service  on  the  Mount 
Tolmle  line,  the  position  being  taken 
that  one  car  an  hour  was  inadequate 
to  meet  traffic  demands.  Extension 
of  the  Burnside  Street  line  along  the 
tracks  as  far  as  Harriett  Road  was 
also  urged. 

The  Council  received  a  letter  from 
Hon.  T.  D.  Pattullo.  Minister  of 
Lands,  explaining  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment's .  housing  scheme  for  re- 
turned soldiers,  and  stating  that 
$30,900  had  been  allocated  to  Saanlch. 
Municipal  Clerk  Hector  8.  Cowper 
was  instructed  to  reply  that  the  ex- 
propriation could,  In  the  Council's 
opinion,  be  advantageously  expended 
in  Saanlch.
